“I  want  to  join  the  thesis  of  a  good 
friend  of  mine,  the  noted  Egyptian 
historian,  Abd-el  Azim  Ramadan, 
that  in  theyear 2000 the  same  regime 
will  prevail  in  Egypt,”  said  Hebrew 
University  Prof.  Emmanuel  Si  van.

Yesterday’s  indictment  brought  to 
more  than  100  the  number  of  Mos¬ 
lem  extremists  awaiting  trial  for  acti¬ 
vities  aimed  at  overthrowing  the 
government. 

Seventy-five  fundamentalists 
were  charged  on  September  1  with 
railing  for  jihad,  or  holy  war,  to  oust 
the  government,  and  for  firebomb- 
ing  video  clubs,  cinemas  and  a  liquor 
store. 

Five  fundamentalists  were  ex¬ 
ecuted  in  1982  for  Sadat's  assassina¬ 
tion.  Another  16  men  received  hard 
labour  for  life  in  September  1984  at 
the  eud  of  a  mass  trial  of  302  fun¬ 
damentalists  charged  with  plotting 
revolution.

Lower  taxes,  a  revamped  financial  system  freed  from  the 
government’s  grip,  fewer  restrictions  on  foreign  currency,  and  no 
devaluation  or  general  price  rise,  will  be  the  key  elements  of  a  vast 
shake-up  of  the  economy.  Finance  Minister  Moshe  Nissim  said  in 
an  interview  yesterday  with  The  Jerusalem  Post.  ■ 

The  cabinet  will  be  asked  to  approve  the  measures  this  month. 

Last  night  Nissim  and  his  top  aides  and  advisers  from  the  Treasury  and 
the  Bank  of  Israel  were  closeted  with  Vice  Premier  Shimon  Peres,  as  part 
of  an  ongoing  effort  to  ensure  support  for  the  plan  and  for  the  NIS  500 
million  in  cuts  in  foe  next  state  budget,  which  are  seen  as  vital  for  its 
success. 

“Our  policy  is  aimed  at  making  it  worthwhile  for  people  to  work, 
encouraging  immigration  and  preventing  a  brain  drain."  Nissim  told  Tht 
Post ,  going  on  to  ridicule  the  media  scare  stories  of  forthcoming  austerity 
packages.  “Whoever  expects  harsh  decrees  will  be  disappointed.” 

The  decision-malting  process  in  Israel  has  been  catalyzed  by  Ameri  '  * 
new  tax  laws,  which  slash  personal  and  corporate  tax  rates  while 
eliminating  the  shelters  and  exemptions  that  protected  some  sectors  of  the 
economy.  Thus  the  roll-back  in  customs  duties  and  the  revision  of 
purchase  taxes  scheduled  for  next  January  will,  if  the  Treasury  succeeds  in 
getting  approval  and  implementing  its  whole  scheme,  be  the  first  stage  of 
a  massive  restructuring  of  the  Israeli  economy.

Quoting  Justice  Department  and 
congressional  investigators,  foe  news¬ 
paper  said  that  Israeli  officials, 
acting  in  concert  with  the  CIA, 
approached  British  businessman 
Roland  “Tiny”  Rowland  of  Lonrbo 
for  help  in  shipping  U.S.-made 
arms,  American  grain,  ball  bearings, 
medical  supplies,  and  other  cargo 
from  Zaire  to  Iran. 

The  newspaper  said  David  Kim- 
che,  then  director-general  of  tbe 
Foreign  Mins  try  and  a  friend  of 
Rowland,  told  foe  Briton  that  the 
operation  had  been  planned  inside 
foe  CIA.  Officials  in  Zaire  had  also 
reportedly  approved  foe  proposed 
U.S. -Israel  covert  operation. 

Rowland  declined  to  participate 
after  officials  at  the  U.S.  embassy  in 
London  told  him  they  could  not 
confirm  that  foe  proposal  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  U.S.  government. 

As  a  result,  the  report  said,  the 
arms  were  flown  to  Iran  last  May  28 
aboard  a  CIA-chartered  Boeing  707 
foat  took  off  from  Israel  but  on  its 
manifest  listed  its  origin  as  Mombas- 
sa,  Kenya.

Sharir  said  that  he  was 
also  reducing  his  efforts  to  pass  the 
law  that  would  have  permitted 
Nakasb’s  incarceration  in  Israel,  af¬ 
ter  “certain  elements  had  very  suc¬ 
cessfully  foiled  the  democratic  pro¬ 
cess”  by  opposing  the  law. 

Nakash  is  to  be  released  because 
foe  state  has  no  grounds  for  holding 
him  once  the  extradition  request  has 
been  turned  down. 

An  uncharacteristically  reticent 
Attorney-General  Yosef  Harish, 
who  has  described  Nakash  as 
“worthless  trash"  and  spearheaded 
the  opoation  to  Sharir's  proposed 
law,  said  that  “Sharir  had  used  the 
powers  vested  in  him  by  law  and  it  is 
not  for  me  to  criticize  him."  He 
added,  however,  that  Israel  “as  an 
enlightened  nation,  could  not  ignore 
its  extradition  agreements.” 

Other  reactions -to  Sharir's  deri¬ 
sion  were  split  along  political  lines: 
MK  Etiezer  Waldtnan  (Tehiya) 
praised  Sharir’s  “courage”  and  said 
that  Nakash  is  “sure  to  five  up  to  the 
trastputin  him.” 

MK  Yosri  Sand  (Citizens  Rights 
Movement)  said  that  Sharir’s  deri¬ 
sion  was  “ugly  and  shameful  and 
incomprehensible.”  Sarid  told  The 
Jerusalem  Post,  “Woe  to  the  country 
that  has  Sharir  as  justice  minister 
and  Nakash  as  a  citizen  free  to  roam 
its  streets.  Nonetheless,  I  insist  on 
believing  that  Sharir's  motives  were 
not  corrupt."

Eight  organizations  representing 
the  playwrights,  performing  artists, 
film  ana  theatre  directors,  stage  de¬ 
signers  and  musicians  of  Israel 
yesterday  issued  a  joint  statement 
demanding  the  abolition  of  film  and 
theatre  censorship. 

They  condemned  the  censorship 
board’s  decision  this  week  to  ban 
Shmuel  Hasfari’s  play  The  Last 
Secular  Jew,  two  days  before  it  was 
scheduled  to  open  at  the  Omen 
Theatre  in  Tel  Aviv.  The  play  is  a 
satire  portraying  Israel  -  after  the 
“next  war”  -  as  a  Khomeini-style 
theocracy. 

The  banning  decision  “once  again 
proves  the  urgent  necessity  to  abol¬ 
ish  censorship  that  operates  under 
the  Mandatory  regulations,  winch 
have  no  place  in  an  enlightened 
democracy,*’  the  statement  said. 


It  was  unacceptable,  the  state¬ 
ment  continued,  that  “in  a  country 
proud  of  its  legal  system  and  foe 
freedom  of  expression  from  winch 
all  politicians  and  journalists  be¬ 
nefit,  only  the  freedom  of  expression 
of  theatre  people  is  limited,  and  this 
by  foe  decision  of  a  committee 
appointed  on  a  political  party  basis.” 

The  statement  concluded  by  call¬ 
ing  on  “ali  members  of  the  Knesset, 
cabinet  ministers  and  all  those  to 
whom  freedom  of  expression  is  pre¬ 
cious  to  begin  a  struggle  for  the 
abolition  of  this  anachronistic  in¬ 
stitution  called  the  Film  and  Theatre 
Censorship  Board.” 

Several  hundred  performing 
artists  are  expected  to  attend  a  pro¬ 
test  meeting  at  Tel  Aviv’s  Tsavta 
Theatre  on  Sunday  evening. 
According  to  playwright  Motti  Ler- 
ner  (Kastner),  who  has  been  active  in 


the  fight  against  censorship,  theatre 
representatives  will  present  their 
case  to  the  censorship  board  before 
its  next  meeting,  on  Monday,  when 
it  will  consider  foe  Cameri  Theatre’s 
appeal  of  foe  ban. 

The  wart  stage  will  be  a  long-term 
political  battle,  Lcrner  said,  if  not  to 
abolish  the  law,  then  to  have  it 
changed  so  that  a  judicial  body  in¬ 
stead  of  a  polWcalfy-ajrpointed  com* 
mittee  makes  foe  decisions.  ' 

The  board  banned  the  entire  play 
-  an  extreme  move  which  has  only 
been  taken  once  in  the  past  -  be¬ 
cause  it  found  extensive  parts  likely 
to  offend  the  sensitivities  of  both 
religious  and  secular  Israelis. 

Two  members  of  the  board  that 
met  this  week  are  recent  appoint¬ 
ments  who  have  not  yet  been 
approved  by  tbe  cabinet.

‘Subaru  murders’  suspect  gets  short  remand

BEERSHEBA.  -  The  man  police  suspect  of 
carrying  out  a  brutal,  baffling  series  of  attacks 
dubbed  “the  Subaru  murders,'7  was  remanded  in 
custody  for  another  three  days  by  tbe  Ashkelon 
Magistrates'  court  yesterday. 

The  suspect,  28-year-old  Mohammed  Grenawi 
of  the  Beduin  township  of  Rabat,  was  arrested  in 
mid-November  for  tbe  rape  and  murder  of  British 
volunteer  Lucy  Amos.  He  has  two  wives  and  11 
children. 

The  court  yesterday  allowed  the  suspect’s 
name  to  be  published. 

Amos  was  last  seen  en  route  from  the  Arava  to 
Kibbutz  Dorm  last  Independence  Day.  Aware  of 
prior  attacks  on  hitch-hiking  women,  she  rode 
buses  for  most  of  the  way,  evidently  accepting  a 
ride  from  a  passing  motorist  only  when  she 
reached  the  road  connecting  the  kibbutz  to  the 
highway. 


Grenawi’s  arrest  followed  an  Israel  Television 
dramatization  of  the  Amos  slaying  and  of  foe 
earlier  shootings  of  a  German  tourist  and  a 
woman  soldier.  Police  sources  have  indicated  that 
Grenawi  was  closely  questioned  in  connection 
with  all  three  incidents. 

The  decision  to  remand  Grenawi  for  a  short 
time  was  seen  by  his  attorney,  Suzy  Shale v,  as  an 
encouraging  development  The  police  have  re¬ 
quested  his  continued  detention  in  order  to 
perform  one  remaining  test,  on  the  understand¬ 
ing  that  if  the  results  are  negative  the  suspect  will 
be  released  next  week. 

Although  the  suspect  appeared  elated  by  the 
prospect  of  an  early  release,  family  members  at 
the  hearing  expressed  disappointment  that  be  was 
being  kept  in  custody,  noting  that  he  bore  the 
marks  of  a  recent  beating  administered  by  Jewish 
prisoners  in  the  Ashkelon  lock-up. 

In  an  earlier  hearing,  Grenawi’s  attorney 


dashed  with  police  over  the  latter's  request  to  put 
foe  suspect  in  a  standard  lineup.  . 

The  court  was  told  that  the  driver  of  a  truck  had 
*  see n  Amos  get  into  a  Subaru  as  he  drove  into  the 
kibbutz.  After  foe  truck  passed  by,  the  Subaru 
apparently  veered  into  a  grove  of  trees,  where 
Amos  was  raped  and  strangled.  The  police'  have 
not  disclosed  foe  name  of  the  eyewitness. 

Sbalev  was  reluctant  to  have  her  client  take 
part  in  a  lineup.  She  noted  that  he  had  complied 
with  police  requests  for  blood  and  semen  tests, 
and  bad  answered  all  the  investigators’  questions. 
She  said  that  bis  car  was  a  different  model  and 
colour  from  the  Subaru  said  to  have  been  seen  by 
the  truck  driver.

Wreck  found  may  be  first  of  Phoenician  ship  I  Antibodies

A  wreck  that  may  be  the  first 
remains  of  a  Phoenician  ship  ever 
found  has  been  uncovered  off  the 
Mediterranean  coast  near  Kibbutz 
Ma’agan  Michael . 

The  wreck  was  spotted  a  year  ago 
by  a  member  of  the  kibbutz,  but  its 
possible  Phoenician  identity  has  only 
now  been  publicly  announced  by 
archeologists. 

In  an  interview  with  The  Jeru¬ 
salem  Post  this  week,  underwater 


archeologist  Shelly  Wachsmann  of 
foe  Antiquities  Department  said 
that  the  vessel  has  been  dated  to  foe 
late  6th -early  5th  century  BCE  on 
the  basis  tfpottery  found  in  the 
wreckage.  “This  is  the  period  when 
foe  Phoenicians  ruled  foe  sea,”  be 
said.  “Therefore,  the  possibility  ex¬ 
ists  that  foe  wreck  may  be  Phoeni¬ 
cian.''  No  vessel  from  that  great 
maritime  culture  has  ever  been 
found  before.

Situation  in  Arab  schools

Big  step 
toward 
Aids  serum 

WASHINGTON  (AP).  -  Scientists 
have  taken  what  they  think  is  an 
important  step  towards  producing  a 
vaccine  against  Aids.  Showing  for 
foe  first  time  that  only  a  fragment  of 
protein  from  foe  responsible  virus  is 
necessary  for  developing  antibodies 
against  it. 

A  team  of  industry,  government 
and  university  researchers  says  tbe 
segment  of  viral  protein  spurs  high 
levels  of  antibodies  that  neutralize 
foe  virus  in  test  animals  such  as 
goats. 

In  addition,  foe  researchers  say 
they  showed  this  protein  can  be 
inexpensively  mass-produced  in 
pure  quantities  using  genetically  en¬ 
gineered  bacteria. 

However,  they  cautioned,  it  re¬ 
mains  to  be  proven  whether  the 
protein  segment  can  produce  suffi¬ 
cient  neutralizing  antibodies  in  hu¬ 
mans  to  protect  them  against  ac¬ 
quired  immune  deficiency  syn¬ 
drome.

SLA  finds  arms  cache

ROSH  HANIKRA;  -  Sooth  - 
Lebanese  Army  forces  this  week 
discovered  large  quantities  of 
weapons,  inducting  Katyusha  rock¬ 
ets,  during  a  raid  on  foe  village  of 
Midoon  north  of  the  security  zonein 
South  Lebanon,  SLA  sources  said 
yesterday. 

Two  suspected  members  of  the 
extremist  Shfite  Hizbullah  move¬ 
ment  were  killed  in  the  operation. 

The  sources  said  foe  SLA  troops, 
in  tanks  and  armoured  pmsanel  car¬ 
riers,  came  under  heavy  fire  from 
mortars,  rocket-propelled  grenades 
and  light  arms  as  they  entered  the 
village  early  Wednesday  morning. 
Sporadic  shooting  continued  as  foe 
SLA  soldiers  began  a  systematic 
search  of  houses  suspected  of  having 
been  used  by  the  Hizbullah. 

Two  SLA  troopers  were  lightly 


wounded,  but  were  able  to  go  on 
after  receiving  treatment  on  the 
spot. 

.  The  searchers  found  a  variety  of 
weapons,  including  rifles,  a  large 
amount  of  ammunition.  Sagger  wire- 
guided  anti-tank  missiles  and 
Katyusha  rockets  which  had  been 
hidden  inbmldings.  The  SLA  troops 
demolished  . one  house  that  had 
app<^nt^been  used  as  a  Hizbullah 

The  searches  continued  until  late 
in  the.  evening,  when  the  soldiers 
returned  to  their  positions  inside  foe 
security  zone  . 

The  operation  followed  Tuesday's 
attacks  on  SLA  strongholds  on  the 
northern  border  of  foe  zone,  near 
the  village  of  Hazbiyeh.  Four  SLA 
soldiers  were  killed  and  seven  others 
wounded,  one  seriously,  in  the 
course  6f  the  battle.

World  arms  bill:  $900b.

LONDON.  —  Every  minute,  S1.8  million  is  being  spent  globally  on 
defence,  according  to  a  new  study  of  world  military  expenditures. 

Arms  spending  during  1986  is  expected  to  reach  some  $900  billion, 
according  to  the  report  published  by  the  Armament  and  Disarmament 
Information  Unit  at  Sussex  University. 

Compiled  by  Ruth  Sivard,  a  former  U.S.  Arms  Control  and  Disarma¬ 
ment  Agency  official,  the  52-page  study  analyses  arms-spending  in 
easfly-understandable  terms. 

It  states  that  one  hour’s  world  arms-spending  represents  the  expendi¬ 
ture  necessary  to  immunize  3.5  million  children  against  infectious  disease. 

It  took  the  equivalent  of  half  an  hour’s  military  outlay  for  the  UN  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organization  to  destroy  a  plague  of  locusts  in  Africa  -  an 
operation  that  saved  enough  grain  to  feed  1.2  million  people  for  a  year. 

Weapons  purchases  have  brought  a  massive  public  debt  for  future 
generations  to  pay  oft,  the  report  states,  adding  that  efforts  to  service  this 
debt  have  affected  world  trade  and  have  become  a  source  of  instability  in 
the  Third  World. 

The  U.S.  and  the  Soviet  Union  are  the  world’s  largest  spenders,  but 
developing  countries  are  spending  increasing  amounts  on  weaponry. 
Third  World  military  expenditure  has  increased  six-fold  since  1969. 
according  to  the  report.

There  will  always  be  an  England, 
says  the  song.  And  the  English  will 
always  be  English  —  even  those  who 
make  aliya.  The  Americans,  the 
South  Africans  and  the  Russians 
tend  to  blend.  But  inside  every  Brit 
there  remains  a  rock-hard  kernel 
that  is  forever  red,  white  and  blue. 

This  is  the  view  of  Norman  Oster , 
national  vice  chainnan  of  the  British 
Settlers'  Association,  Hitahdut  Ola 
Britania.  (HOB),  which  is  preparing 
for  its  annual  conference  that  starts 
in  Jerusalem  on  Saturday  night. 

The  theme  of  this  year's  gathering 
is  the  British  contribution  to  the 
quality  of  life  in  Israel.  The  confer¬ 
ence  will  consider  the  influence  of 
British  immigrants  on  religion, 
education  and  the  media  in  Israel. 

The  organization  has  considerable 
reason  to  be  satisfied  at  this  point. 
The  35,000  British  Jews  who  are  now 
also  Israeli  citizens  (most  maintain 
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dual  nationality)  are  the  equivalent 
of  about  10  per  cent  of  the  entire  UK 
community. 

And  over  the  past  few  years  800 
immigrants  have  been  arriving  here 
annually  from  the  sceptred  isle.  Os¬ 
ter  thinks  the  figure  should  be  much 
higher.  But  he  admits  it  isn’t  r*  ~ 
a  community  rooted  in  the  2 
West.  After  all,  he  pointed  out,  most 
Jews  in  Britain  have  escaped  the 
ravages  of  unemployment  and  are 
living  comfortable  lives  in  a  tolerant 
society. 

Bnt  the  HOB’s  mam  concern  is 
not  those  who  stay  in  the  old  country 
but  those  who  decide  to  build  their 
lives  here.  For  them,  admitted  Os¬ 
ter,  it  is  not  always  easy. 

While  other  new  immigrants 
“tend  to  sublimate  their  origins 
when  they  make  aliya."  he  ex¬ 
plained,  “the  English  somehow  keep 
them  flying  like  the  Union  Jack. 
For  this  reason,  Israelis  tend  to  re¬ 
gard  them  as  outsiders.  That  is  why 
they  rarely  get  to  the  top  ia  such 
fields  as  politics,  banking  and  busi¬ 
ness-  fields  in  which  they  excel  back 
in  London."  ,  . 

The  inherent  modesty  and  lack  oi 
aggression  of  the  British  immigrants 
put  them  at  a  disadvantage  when 
they  are  up  against  native-born 
candidates  for  promotion,  said  Os¬ 
ter,  a  successful  international

Shah  Reza  Pahlevi,  was  replaced  by  & 
fundamentalist  Shi'ite  regime  whose  hostil¬ 
ity  towards  Israel  and  Zionism  rivals  that  of 
Sjxia  and  Libya.  As  far  as  the  Christian 
community  in  Lebanon  is  concerned,  Israel 
has  learned  her  lesson  cm  that  score.  • 

The  peace  agreement  with  Egypt  was 
Israel’s  major  breakthrough  in  the  hostile 
Sunni- Arab  world.  And  yet,  .despite  eight 
years  of  peaceful  relations  with  the  largest 
Arab  state,  Israeli  leaders  -still  have  a 
tendency  to  revert  to  outdated  thought- 
patterns,  as  we  have  seen  in 'the  compli¬ 
cated  arms  deal  between  the  U.S. ,  Israel 
and  Iran. 

-  Egyptian  officials  said  this  week  that 


Israel's  attempt  at  making  contact  with 
-“less  radical”  elements  within  the 
Khomeini  government,  in  the  hope  of  im¬ 
proved  relations  after  the  ruler's  death,  was 
;  badly  received  by  President  Mubarak.  The 
-  Egyptian  president  was  said  to  be  “out- 

.ragpd.  by  the  whole  business  with  Iran”  ;  .  . 

though  he  declined  to  give  vent  to  bis  - 
feelings  for  fear  of  a  cut  in  U.S.  aid. 

.  .  Well-informed  sources  say  that  King 
Hussein  too.  reacted  furiously  to  the  deal.  . 

The  Jordanian  king  is  Sadara  Hussein's 
closest  ally  in  the  region,  and  the  king  was 
said  to  feel  personally  insulted,  “mainly 
•  because  of  the  American  involvement.” 

Tile  Iranian  arms  deal  could  therefore 
adversely  affect  Israel's  chances  of  rap¬ 
prochement  with  those  Sunni- Arab  states 
known  in  the  region  as  “the  moderate 
bk>c”:  Egypt,  Jordan;  the  Gulf  states, 

Morocco  and  Tunis.  The  fundamentalist 
Shi’ite  regime  in  Iran  is  perceived  as  a 
direct  threat  by  the  moderate  bloc,  which  is 
-why  they  are  trying  to  help  Iraq  in  the  war 
with  Iran.  Their  main  concern  is  not  saving 
Sadam’s  regime  but  obstructing  the  Shi'ite 
revolution  in  order  to  prevent  their  own 
fundamentalists,  particularly  the  Moslem 
Brotherhood,  from  ousting  the  present 
governments. 

Excluding  the  Syrian  Ba'ath  government 
which  has  links  with  Iran,  this  is  essentially 
a  struggle  between  the  Sunni  Arab  majority 
against  the  non- Arab  Shi'ite  minority. 

For  the  last  two  years,  the  more 'moder¬ 
ate  Arab  states  have  been  involved  in 
efforts  to  promote  a  peace  process  includ¬ 
ing  Israel,  under  the  auspices  of  the  United 
States.  Egypt  and  Jordan  in  particular, 
have  been  trying  to  bring  the  more  moder¬ 
ate  elements  within  the  PLO  into  the  peace 
process.  King  Hussein's  present  rift  with 
the  Fatah  leadership  is  only  temporary;  the 
king  is  well  aware  that  without  proper  How  to  end  the  encirclement? 


Palestinian  representation  the  present 
stalemate  will  continue. 

The  Hashemite  ruler  is  presently  attemp¬ 
ting  lb  press  the  Fatah  leadership  to  modify 
its  positions,  especially  with  regard  to 
accepting  Security  Council  resolutions  242 
and  338,  in  order  to  allow  him  to  move 
ahead  on  the  peace  talks. 

The  Arab  world  today  is  in  a  state  of 
disunity.  No  doubt,  many  Israelis  take 
comfort  from  the  Iran-Iraq  war,  the  inter¬ 
necine  wax  in  Lebanon,  the  split  between 
Syria  and  the  other  Sunni  states  and  the  rift 
between  the  Fatah  and  Jordan.  But  days 
may  come  when  present  schisms  and  quar¬ 
rels  are  forgotten.  Of  course,  the  preseut 
willingness  of  moderate  Arab  states  to  join 
a  peace  process  may  also  change. 


ISRAEL’S  ENDLESS  efforts  to  break  out 
of  the  encirclement  by  establishing  rela¬ 
tions  with  a  third  party  have  never  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  subduing  the  enmity.  At  the 
most,  we  may  have  managed  to  delay 
outbreaks  of  hostilities.  We  have  tried  to 
disregard  the  Palestinians  in  favour  of 
direct  negotiations  with  the  Arab  states. 
We  have  attempted  to  bypass  the  Arab 
states  when  they  turned  down  our  de¬ 
mands  by  encouraging  non- Arab  elements 
in  the  Middle  East. 

Ignoring  the  Palestinians  and  bypassing 
the  Sunni  majority,  seizing  temporary 
advantages  from  the  divisions  and  rifts  may 
be  good  for  another  ten  or  twenty  years  - 
perhaps  more.  But  once  we  grasp  the  fact 
that  the  conflict  can  be  resolved  only 
together  with  the  other  side  -  the  enemies  - 
and  not  through  a  third  party,  maybe  we 
will  intensify  our  efforts  to  get  negotiations 
going  with  the  surrounding  majority. 

It  is  not  only  Israel's  fault  that  the  peace 
process  has  not  got  off  the  ground.  The 
Palestinians,  or  at  least  a  great  number  of 
them,  together  with  some  Arab  states,  still 
believe  that  Israel  can  and  should  be  wiped 
out.  However,  today  there  are  Palestinians 
and  Arab  states,  or  at  least  their  leaders. 


who  are  prepared  for  diplomacy  in  place  of 
war. 

The  Israel- Arab  conflict  is  first  and  fore¬ 
most  with  the  Palestinians  and  beyond 
them  with  the  Arab  Sunni  states.  Helping 
Shi'ite  elements,  whether  in  Iran  or  in 
Lebanon  (in  the  present  conflict  between 
Amal  and  the  PLO)  may  serve  Israel’s 
interests  in  the  short  run.  But  in  the  long 
range  such  actions  will,  without  doubf. 
deepen  and  intensify  the  animosity’  be¬ 
tween  Israel  and  the  Sunni-Arab  majority 
in  the  region. 

The  geo-political  position  of  Iran,  many 
Israeli  officials  believe,  is  of  great  consequ¬ 
ence  to  Israel's  security,  principally  in 
order  to  balance  the  Arab  threat  to  Israel. 
Therefore  we  should  attempt  to  maintain 
friendly  relations  with  Iranian  leaders. 
That  explains  why  we  should  take  Iran's 
part  against  Iraq,  who  will  emerge  as  Israel's 
most  implacable  enemy  once  the  war  is 
over. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Iran.  Turkey  and 
even  the  Lebanese  Shi'ites  are  important, 
even  vital  for  Israel's  security.  But  this 
strange  mixture  of  acting  like  a  regional 
superpower  on  the  one  hand  and  maintain¬ 
ing  a  siege  mentality  on  the  other,  is 
untenable. 

However,  between  the  superpower 
strategy  arid  the  siege  mentality  there  is  still 
much  room  for  maneuver.  Two  main 
considerations  apply  here:  time  and  space. 
In  the  short  term,  maybe  the  saying  “when 
in  Rome  do  as  the  Romans  do”  is  applic¬ 
able  to  all  the  actors  in  the  volatile  Middle 
East,  including  ourselves.  Brief  alliances 
today  with  the  Christians  against  the 
Shi'ites.  tomorrow  the  other  way  around, 
may  occasionally  serve  our  interests.  As  the 
Lebanese  “survived,”  we  too  may  survive. 
But  ultimately  the  space  factor  -  the  Sunni- 
Arab  countries  surrounding  us  must  dic¬ 
tate  a  serious  attempt  at  rapprochement 
with  them  so  that  we  not  be  regarded  for  all 
eternity  as  an  alien  implant  in  tbe  Middle 
East.

Americans  can  forgive  anyone  - 
even  a  president  -  for  making  a 
mistake.  That’s  normal;  no  one  is 
perfect.  But  what  they  cannot  accept 
is  a  subsequent  cover-up  or  a  lie. 
Nixon  did  not  authorize  the  original 
break-in  at  the  Democratic  Party 
headquarters  at  the  Watergate  office 
complex.  That  was  the  won:  of  some 
of  his  overly  zealous  aides,  including 
Gordon  Liddy  and  Howard  Hunt. 
Nixon’s  great  mistake,  of  course, 
was  his  subsequent  behaviour:  He 


believe  that  Israeli  leaders  played  a 
crucial  role  in  convincing  the  Reagan 
administration  to  authorize  the  clan¬ 
destine  arms  sales  to  Iran,  which 
supposedly  also  served  Israel's 
broader  interests  in  the  region. 

Fairly  or  unfairly,  Israel  is  being 
widely  accused  in  Washington  of 
talking  the  U.S.  into  this  entire  ill- 
fated  strategy.  Thus,  even  someone 
as  basically  friendly  toward  Israel  as 
Attorney-General  Edwin  Meese  has 
claimed  that  Israel  was  involved  in 
promoting  this  course  of  action  from 
the  start. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  Israel  is 
going  to  pay  a  price  for  its  involve¬ 
ment.  One  respected  Washington 


'  Already.  National  Security  Advis¬ 
er  John  Poindexter,  a  strong  suppor¬ 
ter  of  Israel,  has  been  replaced  by 
Frank  Carlucci,  a  veteran  of  the 
State  Department.  Pentagon  and 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  who 
will  bring  to  the  White  House  a  more 
traditional  approach  toward  Israel 
and  the  Middle  East. 

Senior  U.S.  officials  certainly 
understand  Israel’s  current  nervous¬ 
ness.  especially  as  a  result  of  its 
alleged  role  in'  allowing  the  profits 
from  the  Iranian  arms  sales  to  go  to 
the  Contras.  They  know  that  many 
of  Israel's  supporters  in  Congress 
-would  be  outraged  if  indeed  Israel 
had  been  conspiring  with  the  Reagan 
administration  to  evade 
Congressionaliy-imposed  restric¬ 
tions  on  such  funding. 

Still.  White  House  officials  are  not 
very  pleased  by  the  way  Israel  is 
trying  to  distance  itself  from  the 
entire  affair.  They  are  irritated  by 
Israel's  assertion  that  it  was  simply 


who  worked  very  closely  with  Israel 
during  the  many  months  of  the  arms 
shipments,  talked  at  length  this  week 
about  the  entire  scheme  while  being 
questioned  at  the  Justice  Depart¬ 
ment.  ,  . 

And  it  was  on  the  basis  of  what 
North  initially  disclosed  that  Meese 
accused  Israel  of  transferring  the 
funds  to  the  Contras.  “Meese  didn't 
simply  make  it  up.’’  one  U.S.  official 
said.  “He  was  told  of  the  Israeli 
involvement  by  North." 

"Certain  monies  were  received  in 
the  transaction  between  representa¬ 
tives  of  Israel  and  representatives  of 
Iran  (and)  were  taken  and  made 
available  to  the  forces  in  Central 
America  which  are  opposing  the 
Sandinista  government  there,” 
Meese  said.  “Bank  accounts  were 
established  as  best  we  know  by  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  forces  in  Central 
America.  And  this  information  was 
jfrovided  to  representatives  of  the 
Israeli  government  -  or  representa¬ 
tives  of  Israel,  I  should  say  -  and 
then  these  funds  were  put  into  tbe 
accounts."  Meese  said  he  wanted  to 
be  careful  to  say  that  “they  were 
representatives  of  Israel  -  whether 
they  were  specifically  authorized  by 
the  (Israeli)  government  or  not  is 
one  of  the  things  that  I  would  assume 
we  win  find  out." 

Based  on  what  he  heard  from 
Meese,  Reagan  went  one  step  furth¬ 
er.  Without  referring  to  Israel  by 
name  but  clearly  -  according  to  his 


aides  -  meaning  Israel,  he  said: 
“Another  country  was  facilitating 
those  sales  of  weapons  systems. 
They  then  were  overcharging  and 
were  apparently  putting  the  money 
into  bank  accounts  of  the  leaders  of 
the  Contras.  It  wasn’t  us  funnelling 
money  to  them.  This  was  another 
country." 

All  of  which  dearly  leaves  Israel  in 
a  rather  awkward  predicament. 
Some  one  is  not  tellmg  the  whole 
truth. 

Poindexter,  North,  McFarlane, 
CIA  Director  William  Casey,  White 
House  Chief  of  Staff  . Donald  Regan 
and  many  others  are  eventually 
going  to  have  to  come  dean  and  tell 
all.  What  they  will  say  about  Israel's 
involvement  could  very  easily  con¬ 
tinue  to  contradict  the  offidal  Israeli 
line. 

This  scandal  has  gone  too  far  for 
Israel  to  try  to  control  what  the 
implicated  Americans  will  say.  In 
the  process,  there  could  be  some 
scapegoating  of  Israel  and  some  real 
damage  to  U.S.-Israeli  relations. 

According  to  Congressional  inves¬ 
tigators  ana  others  deeply  involved 
in  tbe  current  inquiry,  tor  example, 
there  could  be  bard  evidence  pre¬ 
sented  that  some  Israeli  officials  - 
such  as  A  mi  ram  Nir,  adviser  to  the 
prime  minister  on  counter-terrorism 
-  had  indeed  been  told  of  tbe  Contra 
connection  to  the  Swiss  bank 
accounts.  Israel  has  strongly  denied 
any  knowledge  that  the  money  was 


going  to  the  Contras.  But  North,  in 
his  initial  Justice  Department  ques¬ 
tioning.  is  reported  to  have  said  that 
he  had  informed  Nir  of  the  Contra 
funding  scheme. 

On  a  broader  level,  Israel's 
alleged  willingness  to  covertly  sup¬ 
port  th^  Contras  in  other  ways  in 
recent  years-  at  the  strong  urging*  of 
the  U.S.  -  could  also  come  to  tight 
during  the  course  of  these  hearings. 
Israelstrongly  denies  supporting  the 
Contras  in  anv  wav.  But  Israel's 
denials  are  greeted  routinely  nowa¬ 
days  with  scepticism  in  Washington. 
In  an  unusual  statement.  Republican 
Senator  David  Durenberger  of  Min¬ 
nesota,  chairman  of  the  Intelligence' 
Committee,  has  already  publicly 
said  that  he  does  not  accept  Foreign 
Minister  Shimon  Peres’s  repeated 
professions  of  innocence.  Durenber¬ 
ger  has  heard  statements  and  seen 
evidence  during  the  course  of  his 
extensive  hearings  on  the  affair  that 
dearly  dispute  Peres's  statements. 

As  U.S.  offidals  scurry  for  protec¬ 
tion,  trying  to  save  their  own  hides, 
all  of  the  most  sensitive  aspects  of 
this  clandestine  operation  will  even¬ 
tually  come  to  tight.  Israeli  leaders 
could  very  easily  be  embarrassed  in 
the  process.  Friends  of  Israel  say 
therefore  that  Israeli  leaders  would 
be  well  advised  to  pre-empt  the  in¬ 
evitable  and  admit  whatever  mis¬ 
takes  they  may  have  made,  rather 
than  to  get  involved  in  an  organized 
cover-up,  which  the  American  pub¬ 
lic  would  not  easily  accept  and  could 
leave  a  bitter  and  lingering  effect  on 
U.S.-Israeli  relations.

A  private  lesson

THE  other  day,  I  spent  some  hours 
at  "the  Yad  Vashem  Holocaust 
memorial  in  Jerusalem  and  came 
away  entirely  unimpressed. 

It’s  my  lack  of  imagination.  I  just 
cannot  imagine  six  million  dead.  Or 
60  million.  Or  60,000.  At  a  pinch,  I 
can  imagine  600,  because  this  is  the 
most  I  have  ever  seen  -  or  smelled  - 
in  the  course  of  a  single  day.  No,  I 
dad  not  throw  up.  Or  lose  my  appe¬ 
tite.  Or  my  sleep.  Cest  la  guerre, 
such  is  war.  I  did  not  even  resolve 
never  again,  under  any  circumstan¬ 
ces,  to  kill  another  human  being. 

I  have  had  a  happy  life,  but  not 
exactly  a  pampered  one.  I  am  very 
lucky  to  have  reached  my  four  score 
and  10  years  more  or  less  in  one 
piece.  So  it  is  with  some  consterna¬ 
tion  that  Z  now  admit  that  the  most 
shattering  experience  of  my  life  was 
at  second  hand. 

No.  I"  have  not  seen  Shoah,  nor 
shall  I.  !  have  not  read  any  books 
about  the  Holocaust.  Nor  shall  I.  I 
have  had  my  own  private  course 
about  the  Holocaust,  back  in  the 
Fifties,  and  it  took  all  of  45  minutes. 

IT  was  a  hot  summer  afternoon  in 
Haifa,  and  I  was  waiting  for  a  bus  to 
the  Ahuza  quarter  Two  people,  a 
man  and  a  woman,  joined  me  m  the 
queue,  he  in  working  clothes  and 
wife  a  lunch  box ,  she  with  a  shopping 
bag. 

Superficially,  they  looked  like  ev¬ 
erybody  else*  and  yet  there  was 
something  fey  about  them,  an 
emanation,  a  miasma,  something 
untraceable.  They  had  obviously 


met  by  chance  and  greeted  each 
other  as  people  do  who  have  not 
seen  each  other  for  quite  a  while. 
They  spoke  the  careful,  grammatical 
Yiddish  of  people  who  are  used  to 
read  and  write  in  feat  language. 
They  asked  about  each  other’s 
health  and  working  conditions,  but 
not  about  their  families.  When  the 
bus  came ,  I  sat  in  front  of  them. 

During  the  next  45  minutes  -  yes, 
with  the  wheezing  jalopies  of  those 
days  and  innumerable  stops  it  took 
45  minutes  -  those  two  talked  about 
one  thing,  and  one  thing  only:  A 
march  they  had  been  on,  with  many 
others,  though  few  had  arrived,  in 
fee  winter  oi  1944/45,  from  a  "work 
camp"  in  eastern  Poland  to  some 
undisclosed  point  in  Germany.  The 
orders,  issued  to  a  simple  German 
feldwebel  (a  sergeant-major)  and  a 
few  men,  were  simple  enough:  Get 
them  from  here  to  there  by  foot. 

How?  Shoot  all  stragglers. 

It  was  a  straightforward  narrative: 
Dates,  place-names,  food  if  there 
was  any,  deaths,  deaths,  deaths.  No 
hours.  Nobody  had  a  watch.  And  the 
evening  and  the  morning  were  the 
first  day. 

This  was  a  small  group  from  a 
small  town,  and  everybody  knew 
everybody  else  by  name.  The  two 
completed  and  corrected  each 
other's  story.  The  word  most  often 
used  was  aveg-geharget.  Literally, 
this  means  “killed  away/’  but  there 
is  no  equivalent  English  expression. 
There  is  a  certain  happenstance,  a 
characteristic  casualness  about  fee 
phrase. 


“That  was  on  fee  14th.  After  we 
came  out  of  X.  they  killed  Itzkoriteh 
away.  He  just  kept  stumbling,  so 
they  killed  him  away.” 

“And  his  little  daughter.  She  was 
seven,  I  think.” 

“Rivkaleb?  No.  Her  unde,  Sal¬ 
man,  carried  her  into  Y.  The  next 
morning,  the  25th,  she  couldn't  get 
up,  and  Salman  was  too  weak  to  lift 
her,  so  they  killed  her  away." 

“That  was  a  cold  day,  fee  15fe. 
They  killed  seven  away,  no,  eight, 
between  Y  andZ.” 

And  so  it  went.  Cold.  Slept  in 
railway  station.  Frozeo  potato. 
A  veg-geharget.  A  veg-geharget. 
Aveg-geharget.  On  and  on. 

We  finally  reached  Ahuza.  but  not 
the  end  of  that  other  journey.  Every¬ 
body  got  off.  but  me.  I  tried  to 
comprehend  that  human  bestiality 
has  no  bounds,  but  tbat  there  are 
limits  to  human  capacity  to  suffer. 

The  driver  looked  in  the  mirroT 
and  said:  “This  is  Ahuza.  T  don’t  go 
any  further.”  I  alighted. 

t  had  lost  my  reason.  1  was  a  wild 
beast.  The  only  thing  I  wanted  to  do 
wife  my  life  was  to  feel  the  grips  of  a 
submachine  gun  in  my  bands  and  to 
put  a  bullet  throuzH  the  head  of 
every  German  in  this  world,  man, 
woman  and  child.  I  was  ashamed  of 
myself,  and  still  am,  but  I  could  not 
hefoit. 

\Vhat  had  struck  terror  in  my  heart 
was  not  the  story.  Like  everybody 
else,  2  knew  about  fee  camps,  and 
the  death  marches.  It  was  their 
voices,  without  inflection,  without

EFFORTS  are  currently  under  way 
by  public  and  private  figures  (mainly 
in  fee  U.S.)  to  persuade  the  Portu¬ 
guese  government  to  have  a  Portu¬ 
guese  citizen  who  was  demoted  and 
humiliated  in  1940,  posthumously 
rehabilitated.  In  May  of  feat  year, 
Aristides  de  Sousa  Meades  was  dis¬ 
missed  from  fee  Ministry  of  Foreign 
Affairs  for  violating  others  forbid¬ 
ding  him,  as  Consul-General  of  Por¬ 
tugal  in  Bordeaux,  France,  to  issue 
transit  visas  to  stranded  Jews,  orders 
which  came  on  fee  eve  of  France's 
capitulation  to  Nazi  Germany. 

Aristides  de  Sousa  Mendes,  bora 
in  1885,  was  fee  son  of  a  Portuguese 
supreme  court  justice.  A  profession¬ 
al  career  diplomat,  in  May  1940  he 
was  his  country’s  consul-general  in 
Bordeaux.  Tbat  month,  wife  fee 
German  breakthrough  in  fee  Arden¬ 
nes  and  the  collapse  of  fee  Anglo- 
French  front  in  northern  France,  fee 
number  of  refugees  fleeing  fee  battle 
zone  to  fee  relative  security  of  the 
south  increased  significantly. 

The  majority  sought  entry  to 
Spain,  then  to  Lisbon  in  Portugal, 
from  which  they  hoped  to  leave 
Europe  by  ship.  * 

In  order  to  cross  the  Spanish  fron¬ 
tier,  fee  refugees  needed  a  Portu¬ 
guese  entry  or  transit  visa.  However, 
on  May  lu,  1940,  when  fee  German 
invasion  of  the  Low  Countries  and 
France  began,  the  Portuguese  gov¬ 
ernment  banned  the  further  passage 
of  refugees  through  its  territory  and 
instructed  its  consular  representa¬ 
tives  in  France  not  to  issue  visas  to 


granted,  but  only  on  a  selective  basis 
to  a  chosen  few,  and  after  much 
delay.) 

All  passage  through  the  Spanish 
border  for  refugees  came  to  a  sudden 
halt,  creating  a  congestion  of  re¬ 
fugees  in  Bordeaux,  the  last  major 
French  city  dose  to  the  Spanish 
frontier,  where  some  30,000  persons 
-  a  third  of  them  Jews  -  found 
themselves  stranded. 

For  lack  of  choice,  most  refugees 
took  up  residence  on  fee  city  streets. 
Close  to  10,000  Jews  settled  down  in 
fee  dty  centre,  many  of  them  near 
the  great  synagogue  -  others,  in 
from  of  the  Portuguese  legation.

Rabbi  Haim  Kruger  was 
among  them,  having  arrived  in  Bor-

Rabbi  Kruger  relates  that  Mendes, 
touched  by  the  rabbi’s  plight,  invited 
him  to  the  Portuguese  legation 
whose  facilities  he  then  placed  at  his 
disposal.  The  rabbi  described  his 
recent  travails  -  escape  from  Poland 
to  Belgium,  thence  to  Bordeaux, 
and  sadly  remarked:  “If  we  should 
be  trapped  here,  I  don’t  know  what 
will  happen  to  us.”  He  implored 
Mendes  to  grant  entry  visas  to  fee 
stranded  Jews  outside. 

The  following  day  the  rabbi  reiter¬ 
ated  his  plea  on  behalf  of  his  fellow 
Jews.  Mendes's  aide  cautiously  re¬ 
minded  his  superior  of  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  new  policy.  Responding  to 
fee  rabbi’s  pleas,  he  emphaszzed, 
would  constitute  a  breach  of  govern¬ 
ment  instructions.  Mendes  replied 
that  he  was  prepared  to  issue  entry 
visas  for  the  rabbi  and  his  family  but 
could  not,  without  his  government's 
assent,  extend  this  to  other  Jewish 
refugees.  The  rabbi,  however,  could 
not  be  placated. 

After  reflection,  Mendes 
announced  that  he  had  reversed  his 
previous  decision  and  was  prepared 
to  grant  entry  visas  to  anyone  seek¬ 
ing  them.  Meantime  a  large  crowd 
had  gathered  outside  the  Portuguese 
legation  so  Mendes  asked  fee  rabbi’s 
help  in  lining  up  the  people  wife 
passports  at  the  ready. 

“1  sat  wife  him  a  full  day  without 
food  and  sleep  and  helped  him  stamp 
thousands  of  passports  with  Portu¬ 
guese  visas,”  fee  rabbi  relates, 
adding,  “He  did  not  eat,  nor  sleep 
until  late  at  night.  And  during  this 
short  time  he  issued  several 
thousand  visas  until  fee  enemy 
approached  Bordeaux  and  we  were 
forced  to  flee  to  Spain.”

Jordan  TV  has  many  good  thfaj 
going.  Pride  of  place  must  go  to 
C.P.  Snow  serial.  Strangers  and 
Brothers,  which  was  devoted  this 
week  to  the  impact  of  the  Hiroshima 
bomb  on  the  liberal  British  scien¬ 
tists.  Then  they  have  Yes,  Prime 
Minister,  which  I  can  see  with  enjoy¬ 
ment  again  and  again.  Among  their 
thrillers  are  The  Great  Bookie 
ibbery,  an  Australian  show  in 
which  both  bobbies  and  thieves  are 
very  tough  indeed,  and  our  old 
friends  uempsy  and  Makepeace.

I  cannot  pick  up  Middle  East  TV, 
but  their  listed  programmes  look 
very  good  to  me.  their  sports  cover¬ 
age  must  delight  former  Americans.

ONE  OF  THE  last  shows  I  saw 
before  the  strike  began  was  Entrance 
Fee,  which  was  devoted  this  week  to 
The  Forties  Syndrome.  Menashe  Raz 
handled  the  show  very  pleasantly 
and  smoothly,  and  all  the  partici¬ 
pants  in  the  programme  were  very 
frank  and  interesting. 

They  brought  out  very  vividly  the 
way  in  which  both  men  and  women 
reaching  the  age  of  40  tend  to  be¬ 
come  dissatisfied  with  their  spouses, 
their  families  and  their  careers.  In  all 
these  fields  they  have  achieved  at 
least  a  part  of  what,  when  they  were 
in  then-  twenties,  they  envisaged 
would  be  their  objectives.  At  40  they 
become  bored  and  wonder  where 
they  go  from  there  -  they  feel  that 
they  are  still  at  the  height  of  their 
powers,  and  want  something  more 
out  of  life  than  they  are  getting. 

For  some  reason  Raz  did  not  in¬ 
vestigate  the  question  of  these  being 
file  years  of  sexual  experimentation  , 
when  some  husbands  and  wives  go  in 
search  of  fresh  fields  and  pastures 
new.  It  is  a  time  when  infidelities 
ruin  marriages.  Perhaps  he  laid  off 
the  subject  because  the  previous 
programme  had  dealt  with  divorce, 
andto  some  extent  with  this  critical 
age  group. 

Personally,  I  think  that  the  doc¬ 
tors  are  to  blame  for  the  problem  of 
the  forties.  A  few  decades  ago,  life 
expectation  was  the  mid-fifties  or  at 
most  the  early  sixties.  With  their 
passing  so  imminent,  people  in  their 
forties  thought  that  they  might  as 
well  go  on  to  the  end  with  the  same 
jobs,  wives,  families  and  personali¬ 
ties  that  they  already  had:  the  poten¬ 
tial  gains  end  not  warrant  the  im¬ 
mense  effort  needed  to  change 
things. 

Now,  at  40,  the  man  or  woman 
looks  ahead  to  at  least  30  more  years 
-  even  longer  than  be  or  she  has 
already  lived,  if  we  exclude  the 
learning  years  of  childhood.  So,  of 
course,  the  prospect  of  continuing 
the  same  thing  as  one  has  been  doing 
seems  to  be  very  boring.  Clearly, 
from  what  we  beard,  it  is  a  very  good 
idea  to  change  one's  occupation.  A 
man  should  also  change  his  physi¬ 
que,  and  not  allow  himself  to  go  fat 
and  flabby.  The  woman  too  needs 
exercise  to  keep  looking  and  feeling 
that  these  are  the  best 'years  of  her 
life.  Should  they’  also  change  their 
sexual  partners  around?  I  suppose 
the  answer  to  that  one  varies  from 
person  to  person:  anyway,  I  won't 
try  to  be  a  guru  about  that  one.

.  Fighter  pilots  are  a-spedakbreed, 
for  it  is  these  young  warriors- in  the 
sky  who  create  tactics,  operational 
concepts  and  strategy.

Air  power  cannot  be  wielded  or 
developed  but  by  the  genius  of  its 
necessarily  young  aces.

Moshe  Hill, 
the  exmeemed 
urban  planner 


THREE  MONTHS  have  passed 
since  Prof.  Moshe  (Moms)  Hill  of 
file  Techznon  was  killed  in  a  road 
accident  whSe  driving  in  South  Afri¬ 
ca,  his  country,  of  origin,  where  he 
was  on  a  brief  visit.  He  was  only.  56. 
Moshe  Hill  will  be  remembered  as 
the  person  who  almost  single- 
handedly  established  higher  educa¬ 
tion  in  urban  planning  in  Israel.as 
well  as much  of  Israel's  urban  policy 
research. 

In  1955,  HOI  left  South  Africa  to 
join  Kibbutz  Tzor’a-  Two  years  la¬ 
ter,  tragedy  intervened  when  a  driv¬ 
ing  accident  in  South  Africa  left  his' 


mother  dead  and  his  sister  barfly 
wounded.  His  father  had  died  while 
Morris  was  still  a  young  boy.  So  the 
young  man  in  his  twenties  had  to 
leave  shepherding  and  return  borne 
to  care  for  his  sister.  Later,  he  enrol¬ 
led  at  university  and  was  encouraged 
to  pursue  his  studies  in  urban  plan¬ 
ning  overseas,  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Mil’s  doctoral  dissertation  prop¬ 
osed  a  new  method  for- evaluating 
public  policy  proposals.  IBs  method, 
which  has  since  been  adopted  as 
standard  procedure  by  urban  plan¬ 
ners  in  many  parts  of  me  world,  was 
called  the  Goal  Achievement  Mat¬ 
rix.  Previously,  it  was  customary  to 
evaluate  plans  or  public  policies  en¬ 
tirely  from  the  point  of  view  of  the 
responsible  agency.  Hill’s  method 
suggested  that  file  goals  of  all  groups 
of  citizens  affected  by  the  plan 
should  become  part  of  the  evalua¬ 
tion.  Without  stating  it  overtly,  Hill 
was  making  an  intensely  ideological 
statement:  he  was  seeking  to  instil 
more  social  justice  in  the  way  deci¬ 
sions  are  made  by  public  officials. 
He  saw  these  principles  as  an  integ¬ 
ral  part  of  the  Zionist  message,  and 
in  later  years,  when  he  felt  that  these 
principles  were  being  eroded, 
Moshe  Hill  typically  derided  to  take 
a  stood:  in  1973  be  helped  found  the 
Movement  for  Civil  Rights. 

The  second  time  Moshe  came  on 
aiiya,  in  1968,  he  was  married  with 
two  small  children.  Today  bis  wife. 
Dr.  Judy  Hill,  is  principal  of  the 
Haifa  Experimental  Open  School. 
Moshe  Hull  derided  to  become  a 
pioneer  once  more,  this  time  at  the 
Technion,  where  he  took  on  the  task 
of  promoting  the  row  concept  of 
urban  and  regional  planning  which 
had  been  accepted  in  English- 
speaking  countries  20-30  years  ear¬ 
lier.  In  only  two  years  Jie  achieved 
the  establishment  of’  Israel's  first 
programme  for  training  urban  and 
regional  planners,  which  also  draws 
students  from  developing  countries. 

In  1972,  Hill  was  asked  to  advise 
on  the  selection  of  a  site  for  the 
largest  electric  power  plant  of  the. 


1980s,  which  inevitably  had  environ¬ 
mental  repercussions  for  Israel’s 
densely-populated  coastline.  Hill  set 
up-a  multi-disciplinary  team  of  ex¬ 
perts  who  completed  the  task  in  only 
two  months.  Today,  that  research  is 
viewed  as  a  landmark  in  Israel's 
environmental  policy  and  as  Israel’s 
first  environmental  impact  state¬ 
ment.  The  report  can  be  credited,  at 
least  in  part,  with  the  fact  that  the 
adverse  effects  of  the  Hadera  plant 
are  minimal. 

During  the  last  five  years.  Hill 
headed  a  team  of  experts  undertak¬ 
ing  the  major  evaluation  study  of 
Project  Renewal.  Once  again. 
Moshe  Hill  was  making  not  only  a 
methodological  contribution,  but  a 
statement  of  values  and  commit¬ 
ments  as  well:  a  belief  in  greater 
social  equality  and  optimism  about 
the  capacity  of  public  policy  to  help 
the  disadvantaged  and  give  them  the 
tools  to  help  themselves. 

Prof.  Moshe  Hill  met  his  death  in 
the  country  be  had  left  and  whose 
policies  he  opposed  so  much.  Ironi¬ 
cally,  he  had  gone  to  South  Africa  to 
volunteer  his  time  to  the  Zionisr 
Federation  in  order  to  persuade  the 
Jews  there  to  immigrate  to  Israel.

A  mother’s  burden 


OUR  MOTHER  Rebecca  (Rivka 
immenu)  is  one  of  the  most  unsung 
heroes  or  heroines  of  the  Bible.  And 
yet  she  was  probably  one  of  the  most 
decisive  influences  in  the  shaping  of 
the  future  people  of  Israel.  Of  her 
entire  long  life  together  with  her 
husband.  Our  Father  Isaac  (  Yitzhak 
avinu),  we  have  on  record  only  one 
single  sentence  which  she  said  to  him 
(Genesis  24:36).  And  yet,  she  was 
the  first  person  in  the  Bible  about 
whom  it  is  said  tbat  her  spouse  loved 
her  and  that  she  made  a  major 
difference  in  his  life  (ibids..  24:67). 
She  is  also  the  only  woman  (besides 
Batsheva  with  whom  King  David 
fails  in  love  at  first  sight)  of  whom 
the  Tore  testifies  that  she  was  “ex¬ 
ceedingly  good  looking’’  (ibid., 
24:16  and  she  is  one  of  the  most 
independent  and  powerful  of  biblical 
heroes. 

Rebecca  came  from  afar,  from  a 
foreign  country,  to  marry  Isaac  and 
to  become  one  of  the  four  matriarchs 
of  the  people  of  Israel.  It  seems 
however  that  Rebecca  never  really 
overcame  the  feeling  of  befog  a  kina 
of  “outsider”  within  the  well- 
established  patriarchal  household  of 
Abraham,  even  after  she  became  a 
central  pillar  in  it. 

Unlike  the  other  patriarchs,  her 
husband  never  married  other  wives 
besides  her.  She  was  the  only  woman 
in  his  life,  and  yet,  in  many  ways  be 
remained  aloof,  like  a  stranger  in  her 
eyes  and  she  had  to  monitor  her  life 
almost  on  her  own. 

This  was  the  result  of  two  factors: 
First.  Isaac's  pre-occupation  with  his 
own  world  which  remained  an  enig¬ 
ma  to  her.  the  girl  coming  from  the 
outside.  Isaac  was  propelled  be¬ 
tween  being  the  long-awaited  child 
of  100-year-old  parents,  being 
bound  in  his  youth  on  the  altar  to  be 
sacrificed  and  eventually  befog  en¬ 
trusted  with-  the  job  of  settling  and 
cultivating  a  land  that  must  be  trans¬ 
formed  from  a  spiritual  divine  prom¬ 
ise  into  an  'earthly  reality.  In  the 
country  where  Rebecca  came  from, 
life  was  not  loaded  with  this  kind  of 
heightened  sense  of  mission  and  was 
altogether  much  less  complicated. 

Then  there  was  her  own  indepen¬ 
dent  character,  not  befog  prepared 
to  follow  blindly  anyone  else,  her 
illustrious  husband  included.  Rebec¬ 
ca  had  thus  to  carry  her  burden  her 
own  way  and  almost  all  by  herself. 

WE  FIRST  MET  Rebecca  as  she 
was  coming  down  to  the  well 
with  the  pitcher  upon  her  shoulder. 
She  was  not  only  exceedingly  good- 
looking  at  that  moment,  but  also 
very  talkative  and  active  in  her  rap¬ 
port  with  the  stranger  whom  she 
rushed  to  help,  unaware  of  course 
that  this  spontaneous  expression  of 
her  natural  good-heartedness  served 
as  an  answer  to  the  prayers  of  Abra¬ 
ham's  messenger  and  that  it  was 
going  to  seal  her  fate  forever.  She 
talked  and  acted  in  complete  free¬ 
dom  and  independence,  not  waiting 
for  her  father  or  brother  to  speak  or 
act  for  her.  When  asked  about  her 
family  background  she  gave  her 
father's  name  “I  am  the  daughter  of 
Bethuel,”  but  added  immediately 
that  he  was  the  son  of  Miica  whom 
she  bore  unto  Nahor"’  (ibid..  24:24). 
From  now  on.  eveiy  time  she  would 
be  mentioned,  Tora  would  make 
sure  to  mention  not  only  the  name  of 
her  father,  ( Bethuel )  sometimes  also 
of  her  grandfather  (Nahor),  but  al¬ 
ways  her  grandmother's  name.  Mii¬ 
ca.  This  is  unusual.  Why  was  Miica 
mentioned  always  in  connection 
with  Rebecca  and  .who  was  this 
sister-in-law  of  Sarah? 

Tora  does  not  answer  these  ques¬ 
tions,  but  it  is  veiy  possible  that  we 
have  here  traces  of  a  feminine 
geneology  which  Rebecca  wished  to 
stress.  As  if  she  were  saying,  that  if 
Isaac's  mother  was  Sara  (the  femi¬ 
nine  of  sar,  a  prince),  my  grand¬ 
mother  was  a  Miica  (the  feminine  of 
melech.  a  king?).  We  might  justly  be 


Rebecca  at  the  well. 
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proud  of  the  prominent  women  in 
our  families. 

Her  independent  spirit  is  express¬ 
ed  not  merely  in  flaunting  with  pride 
the  name  of  her  famous  grand¬ 
mother,  but  in  the  one-word  reply 
she  gave  when  asked  whether  she 
would  go  with  tbat  man  who  came  to 
fetch  her  to  be  a  wife  to  Isaac,  Elechl 
she  said.  “I  will  go!"  And  with  Rasbi 
and  the  midrash  we  read:  “Elech! 
Yes,  I  will  go,  even  if  you  do  not  wish 
me  to  go!” 

This  short  dialogue  in  the  early  life 
of  Rebecca  served  the  rabbis  many 
centuries  later  as  a  basis  for  impor¬ 
tant  laws.  One,  tbat  the  consent  of 
the  bride  must  be  secured  prior  to 
marriage,  and  two,  tbat  a  son  or 
daughter  may  disobey  parents  when 
they  object  to  fas  or  her  going  up  to 
the  land  of  Israel. 

LATER  on,  when  troubled  during 
her  pregnancy,  as  (he  twins  were 
struggling  within  her,  she  does  not 
make  her  husband  share  her  worries, 
but  goes  by  herself  “to  inquire  of  the 
Lord.”  Even  when  told  that  she  was 
bearing  twins  and  wbat  they  will  turn 
out  to  be,  she  kept  the  prophecy 
from  Isaac  and  did  not  tell  him  what 
she  was  told,  which  could  have 
changed  greatly  the  entire  course  of 
events. 

She  kept  the  information  to  her¬ 
self,  just  as  the  painful  struggling  of 
the  twins  occurred  all  within  her.  In  a 
moment  of  despair  she  cried  out: 
“Why  do  I  live?”  (25:22).  What 
made  her  so  desperate  was,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  rabbis,  the  fact  that 
whenever  she  passed  by  the  school  of 
Tora  the  embryonic  Jacob  ran  to¬ 
wards  it,  struggling  to  come  forth, 
and  when  she  passed  an  idolatrous 
temple,  Esau  ran  towards  it.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  physical  pain  caused  by 
the  struggling,  she  despaired  be¬ 
cause  of  fear  that  her  child  was  going 
to  be  a  person  who  will  forever 
struggle  and  waver,  not  being  able  to 
make  up  his  mind  whether  he  wishes 
to  go  to  the  house  of  Tora  or  the 
idolatrous  temple.  When  told  that 
she  was  bearing  twins,  she  was  com¬ 
forted,  knowing  that  at  least  this 
bitter  religious  struggle  would  not 
occur  within  one  person. 

A  modem  rabbi  (M.  Hacohen  in 
Al  Ha-tora)  asks:  Esau  who  was 
situated,  as  we  know,  in  his  mother's 
womb  to  come  out  first,  blocked  the 
way  of  Jacob  from  coming  forth 
when  Rebecca  was  passing  the  bouse 
of  Tora,  but  why  didn't  he,  Esau,  go 
out  when  passing  the  idolatrous  tem¬ 
ple  towards  which  he  as  struggling  to 
go?  The  answer  is  that  in  order  to 
stop  Jacob,  Esau  would  often  go 
even  against  his  own  interest.  He 
would  refrain  from  doing  what  was 
good  for  him,  only  to  make  sure  that 
Jacob  should  not  get  to  the  house  of 
Tora. 

Rebecca’s  background,  so  diffe¬ 
rent  from  Isaac's,  and  her  keeping  to 
herself,  explain  the  differences  she 


and  Isaac  developed  in  their  rela¬ 
tionship  to  the  children,  who  repre¬ 
sented  two  distinct  types.  Esau  was 
not  just  a  hunter  ( Zayyad ) .  but  a 
yodea  zayid ,  translated  .  “a  cunning 
hunter,”  understood  by  the  com¬ 
mentators  to  mean  a  man  under¬ 
standing  how  to  deceive,  or  ensnare. 
"Now  Isaac  loved  Esau  because 
there  was  game  in  his  mouth" 
(25:28);  Esau  knew  how  to  mislead 
bis  father  into  thinking  that  he  was 
'  an  ultra-pious  person  by  asking  him 
questions  such  as  how  to  take  tithe 
from  salt  or  straw,  of  which  of  course 
no  tithe  is  taken  at  all.  He  wished  to 
impress  his  father  that  he  belonged 
to  the  “I  am  f rummer  (more  pious) 
than  thou”  crowd. 

Jacob  on  the  other  hand,  was  an 
ish  tam,  a  man  of  integrity,  whose 
“heart  and  lips  speak  the  same  lan¬ 
guage." 

Esau  was  also  a  “man  of  the 
field,”  skilled  in  field  work.  No  won¬ 
der  then  that  such  two  qualities  com¬ 
bining  extra  religious  piety  \.ith 
farming  skills  enthralled  Isaac,  who 
saw  in  Es3u  the  fulfilment  of  his 
life's  ideal  type:  a  religious  haluiz. 

Isaac  coming  from  the  home  of  the 
man-of-faith  Abraham,  tended  to 
believe  people,  not  realizing  that  he 
was  being  cynically  deceived.  He 
believed  that  il  Esau  were  blessed 
with  the  blessing  ot  the  land,  it  would 
also  be  a  blessing  for  Jacob,  who 
dwelled  in  the  tents  of  learning.  1  hat 
would  assure  the  ideal  society 
marked  by  the  harmonious  prosper¬ 
ous  co-existence  of  the  material  and 
the  spiritual. 

Rebecca,  having  grown  up  in  the 
practical  and  conniving  world  of 
Bethuel  and  Laban,  knew  better. 
She  saw  “the  field."  the  world  of 
industry  and  production  represented 
by  Esau,  as  a  godless  cvr.ical  world 
where  values  were  sold  for  a  red 
pottage  and  where  Iner*  would  be  no 
room  for  the  younger  more  idealistic 
brother.  She  sought  a  subtle  way  to 
intimate  this  conviction  to  Isaac, 
without  coming  out  openly  against 
her  own  son  Her  advice  to 

Jacob  to  disguise  and  thus  receive 
Isaac's  blessing,  was  done,  (accord¬ 
ing  to  J9th  century  commentator 
S.R.  Hirsch)  not  to  deceive  Isaac, 
but  to  show  him  that  he  is  capable  of 
being  deceived.  In  the  course  of  the 
dramatic  events,  this  realization  in¬ 
deed  dawned  on  Isaac  ar  the  moment 
that  he  smelled  the  fragrance  of  a 
different  kind  of  field,  “a  field  which 
the  Lord  h3s  blessed"  (27:27).  When 
the  time  came  for  the  blessing.  Isaac 
already  knew  upon  whom  he  was 
endowing  it.  and  because  cf  this,  not 
because  of  fatalistic  resi oration,  he 
re-acknowledged  Jacob's  blessing  by 
saying  (verse  33):  gum  bcruch  yihyc. 
“yea,  and  he  shall  stay  blessed." 

The  Tora  is  male  and  patriarchally. 
oriented,  but  in  this  particular  con¬ 
text.  it  is  Our  Mother  Rebecca  and 
not  Our  Father  Isaac  who  emerges* 
the  winner.

But  Sharansky  is  unflappable,  the 
essence  of  the  “indomitable  spirit” 
he  has  been  called  so  often.  His  mind 
is  sharply  focused,  and  he  will  not  be 


diverted  by  what  Nietzsche  called 
“flies  in  the  marketplace,”  petty  or 
poisonous  people  who  try  to  impede 
a  man  enobled  with  a  higher  calling. 
And  Sharansky  has  a  mission:  He  is 
determined  to  make  the  issue  of 
freedom  for  Soviet  Jews  not  a  nar¬ 
row  concern  of  world  Jewry  but  a 
problem  the  whole  world  must  face  - 
and  face  now. 

In  an  extensive  interview  this 
week  with  77ie  Jerusalem  Post  and 
Yedioi  Aharonot,  Sharansky  wanted 
to  emphasize  the  new  Soviet  emigra¬ 
tion  laws,  even  more  restrictive  than 
tbe  former  measures,  which  prevent 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Jews  (as 
well  as  Volga  Germans,  Armenians, 
and  other  minorities)  from  joining 
their  families  in  Israel  and  elsewhere 
in  the  West.  He  also  wanted  to 
concentrate  on  the  critically  impor¬ 
tant  subject  of  how  to  change  inter¬ 
national  -  including  Israeli  -  percep¬ 
tions  of  the  Soviet  Jewry  issue,  to 

rfor  it  the  importance  given  to 
struggle  against  apartheid  in 
South  Africa,  for  example.  But  he 
recognized  that  there  were  other 
questions  -  sometimes  irritating, 
peripheral  ones  -  that  also  should  be 
answered,  if  only  to  get  them  out  of 
the  way  once  and  for  all.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  how  Sharansky  walked  into  a 
PLO  trap. 


ing  a  misquotation  that  Sharansky 
considered  Haniye  a  “moderate." 
The  page-one  story  was  presented  as 
if  Sharansky  had  agreed  to  a  clandes¬ 
tine  formal  meeting  with  Husseini. 
(“Husseini’s  version  was  less  dis¬ 
torted  than  the  reporter’s!,”  Shar¬ 
ansky  says). 

Sharansky  realized  immediately

Reaping  the  publicity  bonanza, 
Husseini  issued  a  statement  to  the 
press,  deriding  the  internationally 
acclaimed  human  rights  hero,  saying 
that  he  was  in  reality  a  hypocrite,  a 
little  nothing.  Husseim's  ringing 
phrase,  “Great  Man  Turns  Small,' 
was  picked  up  by  sympathetic  head¬ 
line  writers  who  saw  in  it  some 
profound,  masterly  assessment  of 
this  Russian  Jew,  who,  some  on  the 
left  seem  to  feel,  is  greatly  over¬ 
rated. 


IN  mid-November,  just  after  Avital 
gave  birth  to  their  first  child,  Israeli 
Arab  journalist  Adil  Abu  Raya 
phoned  Sharansky  several  times  at 
Misgav  Ladach  hospital  and  asked 
him  to  meet  with  a  “colleague"  of  bis 
for  five  minutes  to  discuss  “a  human 
rights  case,"  the  deportation  order 
against  East  Jerusalem  editor 
Akram  Haniye.  Though  his  privacy 
was  being  violated,  Sharansky  final¬ 
ly  agreed  to  receive  a  packet  of 
information  about  the  case  from 


Sharansky's  perhaps  overly  stri¬ 
dent  language  in  condemning  the 
PLO  apparently  provided  some 
liberal -leftists  with  mud  to  sling 
against  him.  They  never  conde¬ 
mned  the  so-called  “PLO  moder¬ 
ates"  for  setting  a  trap,  for  using 
human  rights  in  as  cynical  a  fashion 
as  the  Soviets  use  the  words  “peace 
and  freedom."  Rather,  all  the  blame 
fell  on  Sharansky. 

“I've  always  thought,  and  still  do, 
that  we  have  to  have  normal  contact 
with  our  neighbours,  to  discuss 
issues  between  right  and  left,  reli¬ 
gious  and  secular,  Arab  and  Jews,” 
says  Sharansky.  “This  was  a  dis- 
aDDointine  experience...  the  most

adding  that  it  was  this  very  thing  that 
had  made  it  so  hated  by  the  other 
-  faassidic  groups,  who  feared  that 
.  their  youth  were  being  '.‘lured 
away.-  There  were  even  instances 
where  the  sons  of  rebbes  themselves 
joined  the  Bratslav  community. 

It  has  always  been  ah  extreme 
group,  with  an  emphasis  on  ha- 
oodedut ,  the  characteristic  seclu¬ 
sion,  preferably  in  nature,  which 
Martin  Buber  characterized  as  the  “I 
and  Thou."  Alfasi  rites  pamphlets  in 
which  young  men  are  urged  to  speak 
intimately  and  openly  with  the 
Almighty'  to  control  their  sexual 
.  urges.  . 

From  its  very  inception,  Alfasi 
continues,  Bratslav  was  the  centre  of 
dispute.  Indeed,  the  rebbe  s  major 
disciple,  Reb  Natan,  was  practically 
excommunicated  by  other  Hassidim. 

And.  Alfasi  continues,  just  as 
Natan  came  from  outside  the  bassi- 
die  world,  so  have  other  Bratslav 
leaders.  This  is  still  true,  he  noted. 

L  Schick  is  from  a  HuAgatrian'fapuly, 

J  raft,  .Svhfte.  the  '.head  of 

! '  Shuyp  Banjift,  Rabbi  Eliezer  Ber-\ 
lant,  comes  from  a  Lithuanian  mis- 
nagid  (anti-hassidic)  family,  and  the 
leader  of  die  Bratslav  Hassidim  in 
Safad,  himself  a  con  trove  trial  figure 
who  was  recently  fired  from  a  posi¬ 
tion,  in  a  state-religious  school  be- 
.  cause  of  an  alleged.  anti-Zionist  out¬ 
look,  was  also  not  the  son  of  a 
Bratslav  family. 

What  is  new,  however,  is  the  fact 
that  new  disciples  are  coming ‘from 
outside  the  ranks  of  the  usual  East¬ 
ern  European  ultra- Orthodox  cu¬ 
ries.  Many  of  Schick's  followers,  as 
well  as  students  at  Shuvu  Banim,  are 
Sephardim.  That  was  the  case  with 
Ehabu  Amedi,  the  yeshiva  student 
who  was  murdered.  Some  come 
from  the  criminal  elements,  while 
others  may  have  been  students  or 
anmy  officers. 

But  when  pressed,  Alfasi  could 
say  that  some  of  the  so-called  Brats¬ 
lav  Hassidim  are  marginal,  or  heter- 
odoxical,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to 
say  that  they  were  not  real  Bratslav 
Hassidnyi  _ 

“Who  is  to  say?”  he  asked,  any 
more  than  who  is  to  say  what  faction 
represents  the  real  spirit  of  the 
Labour  Party  or  what  Jabotinsky 
would  do  were  he  alive.  At  the  same 
time,  be  agreed  that  were  Schick  to 
appear  at  the  traditional  Bratslav 
centre,  near  Mea  She'arun,  “they 
would  stone  him.” 

This,  of  course,  is  because  Schick 


has  committed  the  “ultimate  crime.” 
of  comparing  himself  to  Reb  Nach¬ 
man,  who  tola  his  followers  that  “my 
light  wiU  shine  until  the  coming  of 
the  Messiah.”  It  was  this  and  similar 
statements  which  cause  Gershom 
Scholem  to  compare  Reb  Nachman 
to  Shabtai  Zvi  and  it  is  thus  not 
surprising  that  some  scholars  feel 
that  Schick  himself  has  messianic 
pretensions. 

Concerning  Berlant,  a  far  less  con¬ 
troversial  figure,  Alfasi  says  that  “he 
hasn't  yet  gotten  to  the  crux  of 
Bratslav  Hassidism.”  This  was  espe¬ 
cially  evident  during  the  recent  spate 
of  violence. 

“Bratslav  was  always  persecuted. 
There  was  even  an  ideology  of  suf¬ 
fering  without  answering  bade  to 
your  oppressors.”  He  adds  that  this 
was  at  least  partially  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Bratslav  Hassidim  had  no 
power  throughout  most  of  their  his¬ 
tory. 


wbo  explained  that  one  of  the  mys¬ 
teries  surrounding  Reb  Nachman  in¬ 
volved  the  fact  "that  although  he 
visited  the  country,  he  never  came  to 
Jerusalem.  Indeed,  after  bis  ship  was 
unable  to  land  in  Jaffa,  Reb  Nach¬ 
man  landed  at  Haifa  and  immediate¬ 
ly  wanted  to  set  safl.  saying  that  be 
had  received  what  he  had  come  for. 

It  was  only  at  the  insistence  of  his 
disciples  that  Reb  Nachman  went  on 
to  Safad  and  later  to  Tiberias.  And 
despite  such  mysteries,  it  is  clear  that 
the  visit  played  a  very  important  part 
in  his  teachings. 

Concerning  violence,  Heshin 
notes  that  Reb  Nachman  himself 
suffered  and  told  his  followers  not  to 
answer  their  accusers.  “It  is  hard  to 
say  that  violence  is  the  way  of  Brats¬ 
lav,”  he  noted.  Quoting  Reb  Nach¬ 
man  he  says,  “We  must  achieve 
everything  through  good  (ways).  If 
something  is  got  through  bad 
(ways)  noi  good  can  come  of  it."

officials  seem  to  have  become  sud¬ 
denly  far  more  liberal  than  in  the 
^  past  in  permitting  the  Hassidim  to  go 
to  Ouman.  One  explanation  may  Be 
that  the  town  is  in  the  same  region  as 
Chernobyl  and  the  Soviets  thus  want 
to  demonstrate  not  only  to  the  out¬ 
side  world,  but  to  their  own  citizens, 
that  the  area  is  safe. 

In  contrast  to  Alfasi,  Heshin  esti¬ 
mates  the  number  of  Bratslav  Hassi¬ 
dim  as  far  more  numerous.  About 
ihivaon  2,000  people  come  to  the  Rosh 
isement  Hashana  kibbutz  in  Jerusalem 
weekly  alone,  while  a  few  dozen  go  to 


CAN  Israel  continue  to  use  a  three- 
decade-old  formula  in  the  post- 
Vanunu  reality?  Israel’s  formal  posi¬ 
tion  has  been,  and  remains,  that  it 
will  not  be  the  first  country  to  intro¬ 
duce  nuclear  weapons  into  the  re¬ 
gion  -  a  deliberately  oblique  state¬ 
ment  that  neither  denies  nor  con¬ 
firms  that  Israel  has  the  bomb. 

Today,  however,  regardless  of 
whether  the  precise  details  of  Vanu- 
nu's  revelations  are  accurate  or  not. 
it  is  no  longer  possible  to  maintain 
the  nuclear  issue  as  a  non-issue, 
off-limits  in  the  current  strategic  de¬ 
bate.  _ 

Essentially,  the  formula,  iqs  till 
now,  has  been  an  ideal  one  and  it  was 
adhered  to  by  every  government  of 
Israel,  regardless  of  political  ideolo¬ 
gy,  for  three  decades.  At  one  and  the 
same  time,  it  served  Israel's  deter¬ 
rent  posture  vis-h-vis  the  Arabs  and 
the  Soviet  Union,  yet  kept  at  bay  the 
international  inspectors  who  could 
be  expected  to  start  pounding  on  the 
door  if  Israel  formally  announced 
that  it  had  military  nuclear  capabili¬ 
ties. 

Moreover,  it  was  vague  enough  to 
give  a  degree  of  legitimacy  to  Israel's 
efforts  to  preclude  the  prospect  of  an 
Islamic  bomb  -  a  strategic  goal  of 
such  fundamental  importance  that 
Israeli  jets  flew  to  Baghdad  in  June 
1981,  in  the  face  of  potentially  dis¬ 
astrous  diplomatic  fall-out,  to  prove 
the  point. 

APART  FROM  limited  academic 
debate,  led  notably  by  Dr.  Shai 
Feldman  of  the  Jaffee  Institute  for 
Strategic  Studies  at  Tel  Aviv  Uni¬ 
versity.  military  analysts  have  re¬ 
frained  from  dealing,  as  far  as  we 
know,  with  the  issue  of  whether  or 
not  Israel  should  declare  its  nuclear 
capabilities.  Nor  have  they  dealt  in- 
any  serious  manner  with  the  likely 
results  of  such  an  announcement. 

Military  briefings  on  the  balance 
of  power  or  how  Israel  will  fight  the 
next  war  all  studiously  avoided  the 
issue  -  nuclear  capabilities  were 
simply  not  part  of  the  strategic  equa¬ 
tion. 

The  advent  of  Vanunu,  however, 
coupled  with  Israel’s  official  reaction 
to  his  alleged  perfidy,  questions  all 
that.  The  old  formulations  used  to 
obfuscate  (rather  than  deal  with)  the 
subject  have,  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses,  lost  their  relevance.  A  new 
level  of  discussion  has  become  un¬ 
avoidable. 

THOSE  WHO  have  been  in  favour 
of  Israel’s  declaring  its  atomic  capa¬ 
bilities  have  argued  that  such  a  move 
would  enhance  the  country's  deter¬ 
rent  credibility  and,  and  the  same 
time,  allow  it  to  cut  back  significant¬ 
ly  the  level  of  its  conyentionalforces. 

They  argue  that  that  portion  of  the 
IDF.  being  maintained  to  project  an 
image  of  strength  in  ' order  to  deter 
the  other  side,  as  opposed  to  those 
forces  actually  needed  to  defeat  the 
other  side,  could  be  disbanded. 

This  in  turn  would  not  only  save 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in 
defence  outlays  each  year  but,  more

importantly,  would  allow  Israel  to 
invest  in  the  modernization  and 
qualitative  improvement  of  the 
armed  forces  so  essential  to  ensuring 
a  rapid,  decisive  and  inexpensive 
victory  in  the  next  war. 

That  such  a  declaration  would 
spur  an  Arab  race  for  the  bomb  is 
sheer  cant,  they  charge.  The  Arabs 
assume  that  Israel  has  the  bomb,  and 
anyway  are  doing  everything  they 
can  to  acquire  their  own  nuclear 
capabilities. 

The  Iraqi  reactor,  and  the  re¬ 
ported  massive  Libyan,  and  possibly 
Saudi  Arabian,  investments  in  the 
Pakistani  nuclear  programme  axe 
proof  enough  of  that,  they  assert. 

To  charges  that  an  Israeli  declara¬ 
tion  would  encourage  the  confronta¬ 
tion  states  to  acquire  non-nuclear 
“doomsday"  weapons,  such  as 


poison  gas,  they  respond  by  pointing 
to  Iraq  and  Syria,  both  of  which,  it 
has  now  been  reported,  have  the 
technical  ability  to  both  produce  and 
discharge  sophisticated  and  deadly 
chemical  weapons  capable  of 
reaching  almost  every  corner  of 
Israel. 

THOSE  WHO  counsel  that  Israel 
remain  mom  on  its  nuclear  capabili¬ 
ty  and  that  not  to  do  so  would  invite 
international  inspection  and  legiti¬ 
mize  an  Islamic  bomb,  add  the  co¬ 
gent  argument  that  a  nuclear  Middle 
East  is  an  assured  stepping-stone  to 
global  nuclear  conflict. 

They  claim  that  the  basic  premises 
upon  which  the  doctrine  of  mutual 
.deterrence  is  based  do  not  apply  to 
this  region.  A  random  nuclear  strike 
against  Israel,  -with  a  total  area  of 
27,500  square  kilometres,  coupled 
with  a  high  population  density  and 
inordinate  concentration  of  re¬ 
sources  in  an  area  roughly  the  size  of 
urban  Indianapolis,  would  be  devas¬ 
tating. 

Israel's  response,  given  the  size  of 


its  neighbours  (the  total  area  of  the 
confrontation  states,  excluding 
Egypt  and  Saudi  Arabia,  is  715.81b 
sq.  km.),  would  be'relatively  less 
destructive.  If  one  considers  popula¬ 
tion  figures  (Israel.  4.2  million:  the 
confrontation  states.  34  million)  the 
disparity  is  compounded. 

Thus’,  given  the  disparity  of 
punishment  levels,  there  can  be  no 
mutuality  of  deterrence.  The  incen¬ 
tive  for  the  Arabs  to  use  the  bomb 
would  be  there. 

There  is  also  the  question  of  the 
credibility  of  an  Israeli  nuclear  re¬ 
sponse  against,  for  example.  Syria, 
with  Damascus  only  40  km.  from  the 
border. 

In  the  ultimate  analysis,  it  is 
argued,  no  matter  how  you  look  at  it, 
Israel’s  deterrent  capability  if  it  were 
to  announce  that  it  had  the  bomb 
would  be  significantly  eroded. 

MOREOVER,  given  that  the 
decision-making  process  in  the  coun¬ 
tries  that  remain  irrevocably 
opposed  to  Israel  -  Iraq,  Syria  and 
Libya  -  is  in  the  hands  of  one,  not 
always  rational  man.  the  chances  of 
conflict  are  dramatically  increased. 

That  by  declaring  Israel  a  nuclear 
power  the  country  would  be  able  to 
save  on  conventional  military  spend¬ 
ing,  is  fantasy,  claim  opponents  of 
such  a  declaration.  On  the  assump¬ 
tion  that  the  next  war  will  probably 
not  be  a  nuclear  war.  Israel  would 
still  have  to  invest  heavily  in  conven¬ 
tional  weapons  to  offset  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  current  Arab  procure¬ 
ments.  They  rite,  as  an  example,  the 
continuing  escalation  of  investment 
in  conventional  weapons  by  both 
superpowers,  as  well  as  the  Warsaw 
Pact  and  Nato  countries,  simul¬ 
taneously  with  increased  expendi¬ 
tures  on  nuclear  weapons. 

It  would  seem,  however,  that  the 
debate  is  no  longer  whether  Israel 
should  declare  either  that  it  has  a 
bomb  or  that  it  has  not,  but  whether 
Israel  can  continue  to  use  a  three- 
decade-old  formula  in  the  post- 
Vanunu  reality.  Regardless  of  the 
accuracy  of  the  details  of  his  revela¬ 
tions,  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  the 
nuclear  issue  to  continue  to  be  a 
non-issue,  outside  the  limits  of  the 
current  strategic  debate. 

ON  THE  national  agenda  now  is 
next  year's  defence  budget.  The  de¬ 
fence  establishment  is  putting  the 
finishing  touches  to  the  IDFs  10- 
year  development  plan.  Again,  re¬ 
gardless  of  whether  the  information 
supplied  to  the  world  by  Vanunu  via 
77»c  Sunday  Times  is  true  or  not.  can 
these  matters  really  be  logically  de¬ 
bated.  and  put  into  perspective,  if 
the  nuclear  element  is  ignored? 

Vanunu  has  been  charged  with 
treason.  To  ignore  the  reasons  'why. 
and-  allow  the  cun-ent  superficial 
nuclear  debate  to  continue,  would 
be  no  less  serious.  It  would  consti¬ 
tute  an  extreme  application  of  the 
ostrich  syndrome  precisely  at  a  time 
when  eyes,  ears  and  mind  should  he 
most  open. 


HaEda  disclaiming  any  thought  of  Meron,  he  says. 
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revenge  and  decrying  it  as  un-

But  the  following  Sunday,  speak¬ 
ing  at  a  memorial  meeting,  Berlant 
uttered  comments  that  seemed  to  be 
aimed  at  inciting  the  crowd.  The 
murderers  would  be  imprisoned  for 
a  few  months,  he  said,  and  then  they 
would  be  released.  Adding  that 
Amedi’s  “blood  will  be  redeemed.” 

Again,  only  two  days  later,  on 
Tuesday.  Berlant  met  with  the 
Arabs  living  near  the  yeshiva  and 
promised  that  the  violence  which 
had  been  directed  against  them 
would  stop.  Outside  observers  have 
been  tempted  to  explain  this  be¬ 
haviour  in  political  terms,  but  by 
doing  so  they  neglected  to  take  into 
account  factors  within  the  Bratslav 
community  itself . 

The  fact  is  that  only  a  few  days 
after  the  “peace  meeting,”  Berlant 
was  on  his  way  to  the  Tomb  of  Reb 
Nachman  in  the  USSR.  This  visit  to 
the  tomb  of  the  rebbe  is  asacred  duty 
and  one  which  the  Bratslav  Hassidim 
take  very  seriously,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  journey  is  difficult 
and  often  daneerbns.

The  students  of  the  Shuvu  Banim 
yehiva  come  to  the  kibbutz  in  Jeru¬ 
salem,  he  says,  and  they  are 
accepted,  “but  you  can  tell  im¬ 
mediately  who  they  are.”

Heshin’s  own  father  de¬ 
fended  Schick  at  one  time,  “simply 
because  Schick  was  persecuted.”  La¬ 
ter,  however,  Heshin's  father 
changed  his  position  when  Schick 
began  to  use  this  defence  to  prove 
that  he,  Schick,  was  right. 

Perhaps  the  most  obvious  aspect 
of  Schici’s  activity  is  his  involvement 
in  publishing  Bratslav  literature, 
much  of  it  with  his  own  commentary.

Up  to  now.  in 
ante  of  all  the  material  we  send  them 
.about  our  absorption  services,  not 
all  the  shlihim  even  inform  the  oleh 
of  our  existence." 

THE  PREVIOUS  chief  aliya  shaliah 
was  Haim  Schein,  an  ordamed  rabbi 
and  a  lawyer  by  profession.  I  had 
heard  that  he  made  any  number  of 
fiery  Zionist  speeches  during  his 
two-year  stint,  but  his  conclusion  is 
that  no  shaliah  can  persuade  anyone 
to  make  aliya.  “Not  even  the  prime 
minister  can  do  that.  Today, 
speeches  don’t  work.” 

He  considers  the  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  jWiftim  marginal.  “The 
system  is  not  geared  to  absorb  West¬ 
ern  aliya.  A  person  can't  sit  in  New 
York  and  get  a  job  in  Jerusalem.  ” 

Should  we  stop  sending  aliya  shli¬ 
him?  Schein  in  effect  says  yes.  The 
local  communities  should  assume  re¬ 
sponsibility  for  aliya,  just  as  they 
have  done  with  respect  to  Project 
Renewal.  Instead  of  raising  money 
and  forwarding  it  to  the  Jewish 
Agency,  Ehich  then  uses  it  to  send 
shlihim ,  let  the  communities  use  the 
funds  directly.  Maybe  even  this 
method  won’t  succeed,  but  it’s  the 
only  hope.

In  response  to  Rachmilevich’s 
charge  of  non-cooperation  of  the 
shlihim  with  the  AACI,  Schein  says: 
“The  shlihim  follow  the  instructions 
of  the  Aliya  Department.” 

Uri  Ya’acov,  spokesman  for  the 
Aliya  Department,  expressed  sur¬ 
prise  at  Rachmilevichs  criticism. 
The  department’s  directives  call  for 
foil  cooperation  of  the  shlihim  with 
tire  AACI,  he  said.  All  the  “short 
missions”  of  AACI  officials  to  the 
U.S.  are  coordinated  with,  and 
funded  by,  the  department.  There 
has  never  before  been  such  close 
cooperation.  Concerning  Rachmfle- 
vich’s  charge  that  the  Jewish  Agency 
refuses  to  make  aliya  applications 
available,  Ya’acov  said  that  applica¬ 
tions  contain  private  information. 
When  the  oleh  arrives  the  depart¬ 
ment  gives  the  AACI  whatever  in¬ 
formation  it  can. 

ALMOST  ALL  the  future  counsel¬ 
lors  in  the  group  have  been  in  Israel 
before,  some  of  them  several  times. 
New  to  Israel  was  Dr.  Barbara  Ing¬ 
ram,  associate  professor  of  psychol¬ 
ogy  at  Pepperdme  University  in  Los 
Angeles.  She  is  in  Israel  on  a  sabba¬ 
tical,  doing  research  on  the  prepara¬ 
tion  and  adjustment  of  American 
dim.  On  the  campus,  she  is  surely 
often  mistaken  for  a  student.

psychological  adjustment,  and  she 
thinks  most  of  the  group  felt  the 
same  way.  She  was  referring  to  the 
workshop  with  Baruch  Shulem,  a 
psychiatric  sodal  worker,  and  the 
seminar  on  culture  shock  with  Lucy 
Shachar. 

“Olim  don't  need  just  facts  about 
housing,  jobs,  and  the  rales  about 
bringing  in  a  car,”  Ingram  said. 
“They  have  to  be  prepared  for  a 
different  culture.  We  were  given  too 
many  dry  facts,  things  we  could  have 
been  tola  in  California. 

“Culture  shock  can  be  cushioned. 
If  the  oleh  knows  in  advance  that  he 
can  expect  an  initial  period  of 
euphoria  which  is  often  followed  by 
a  period  of  depression,  the  depress¬ 
ion  when  it  .comes  won't  be  so  se¬ 
rious." 

The  high  spots  of  the  fortnight 
were  the  two  evenings  spent  in  pri¬ 
vate  homes,  one  in  Jerusalem  with 
olim  from  Los  Angeles,  the  other  in 
Ra'anana  with  Israelis,  Ingram  said. 

“For  one  thing,  we  saw  affluence, 
and  that  gave  us  hope.  It  was  the 
other  side  of  the  picture.  Before  that 
we  bad  seen  absorption  centres  and 
the  Pisgat  Ze’ev  housing  develop¬ 
ment  in  Jerusalem.  It  had  been  de¬ 
pressing  to  learn  there  that  an  oleh 
can  get  a  $40,000  mortgage  loan  on  a 
S60.000  fiat,  and  then  to  see  the  tiny 
rooms  and  all  sorts  of  defects  -  for 
example,  the  shower  drain  not  prop¬ 
erly  centred  thus  causing  little  pools 
of  water  to  form. 

“And  it  was  good  talking  to  real 
people  for  a  change."  Not  gov¬ 
ernment  or  WZO  officials,  sbe 
meant,  and  maybe  those  of  the 
AACI  too. 

INGRAM  DOES  not  anticipate  any 
conflict  with  foe  shlihim.  The  coun¬ 
sellor  will  deal  with  the  social  aspect 
of  aliya,  and  help  the  client  make  the 
derision,  she  says.  A  well-adjusted 
person  functioning  at  a  high  level 
would  be  referred  to  theshaUah  after 
one  meeting  with  the  counsellor. 
“But  if  toe  person  is  wavering,  un¬ 
sure  or  has  personal  problems,  we 
may  have  several  meetings,  and  may 
even  try  to  talk  him  out  of  aliya.” 

In  essence,  she  says,  toe  shaliah 
will  continue  to  do  all  that  he’s  been 
doing:  tell  toe  applicant  what  he 
needs  to  know  atxmt  army  service, 
bousing,  duty-free  imports,  and  all 
the  rest.  And  he  will  process  his 
application. 

She  does  not  see  any  paradox  in 
having  people  who  themselves  have 
not  made  aliya  advising  others. 
“Ideally,  it  should  not  be  that  way. 
But  it’s  not  our  job  to  persuade 
anyone  to  make  aliya.  In  any  case, 
we  won't  give  an  unsure  applicant 
short  shrift  and  tell  him  to  come  back 
three  months  before  he  plans  to 
leave  for  Israel."

There 
will  also  be  counselling  support  for 
the  oleh’s  family  left  behind  in  Los 
Angeles.  \ 

‘Two  weeks  ago  we  opened  a 
Hebrew  ulpan  for  prospective  olim 
and  toe  families  of  existing  olim.  We 
are  also  involving  toe  Federation's 
lay  leadership,  two  of  whom  took 
part  in  the  two-week  seminar.  But 
toe  shaliah  is  still  toe  processor,  and 
the  project  is  not  intended  to  replace 
him.” 

The  project  is  more  than  an 
attempt  to  smooth  toe  absorption 
process.  “Yes,  it  does  signify  a  basic 
change  in  attitude  towards  aliya  it¬ 
self.”  Karp  shows  me  toe  official 
proposal  in  July  1985  for  the  laun¬ 
ching  of  the  project  and  points  to  toe 
preamble. 

This  says  that  the  Federation 
“assumes  a  sense  of  responsibility 
for  helping  Jews  view  aliya  as  a 
significant  opportunity  for  Jewish 
living  in  contemporary  life  and  of 
major  importance  to  toe  develop¬ 
ment  of  Israel.” 

Karp's  tone  on  toe  shlihim  differs 
from  that  of  Kurz,  who  has  said  that 
the  shaliah  system  has  proved  largely 
ineffective  in  toe  U.S. 

But  there  could  be  a  turn  for  the 
better  on  the  horizon.  My  colleague 
Charles  Hoffman  has  written  that 
toe  shaliah  suffers  from  lack  of  ac¬ 
cess  to  toe  local  community  and  his 
non-accoimtabfljty  to  anyone  but  his 
department  head  in  Jermalem. 

The  Los  Angeles  project  should 
take  care  of  the  access,  and  it  may 
well  get  the  shaliah  to  understand 
that  be  is  accountable  to  the  com¬ 
munity  to.

Maccabi  management  short-sighted 


Avi  Cohen  caught  off-side

Avi  Cohen  celebrated  his  30th 
birthday  a  couple  of  weeks  ago. 
Almost  to  the  day,  Graeme  Souness, 
the  manager  of  Glasgow  Rangers, 
flew  to  Tel  Aviv  to  offer  Avi  a  three 
year  contract  with  the  celebrated 
Scottish  dub.  He  wanted  him  to  play 
alongside  Terry  Butcher,  the  captain 
of  England,  in  the  heart  of  the  Ran¬ 
gers  defence  and  in  front  of  Chris 
Woods,  the  England  national  team 
goalkeeper. 

That  was  no  mean  compliment  to 
the  talents  of  the  elegant  sweeper  - 
and  also  to  Maccabi  Tel  Aviv  where 
he  grew  up. 

Avi  was  bora  in  Cairo.  When  a 
year  old  he,  his  three  brothers  and 
sister  were  brought  to  Israel  by  their 
parents.  At  the  age  of  nine  Avi 
joined  Maccabi  Tel  Aviv,  played  in 
the  dub's  youth  teams,  and  already 
as  a  teenager,  gained  a  regular  place 
in  the  National  League  team. 

From  his  earliest  days  in  the  first 
team,  the  tall,  long  striding  Avi 
impressed  with  his  commanding  pre¬ 
sence  in  the  centre  of  the  defence, 
his  fine  ball  control  and  headwork, 
and  outstanding  talent  of  turning 
defence  into  speedy  counter  attack. 
At  the  age  of  19,  he  first  played  for 
Israel  and  has  since  won  SO  interna¬ 
tional  caps.  He  captains  Maccabi  Tel 
Aviv  and  the  Israel  National  side. 
He  would  be  an  automatic  choice  in 
any  Israel  first  eleven  of  all  time. 

The  scouts  of  Liverpool  and  their 
manager  Bob  Paisley  were  quick  to 
spot  such  real  talent,  and  in  1979 
paid  Maccabi  Tel  Aviv  $450,000  for 
his  transfer  to  Merseyside. 

There,  Avi  had  a  dose  of  mixed 
luck.  He  found  himself  literally  sur¬ 
rounded  by  top  international  stars. 
Phil  Thompson  of  England  and  Alan 
Hansen  of  Scotland  were  playing  in 
the  centre  of  the  defence.  The  in¬ 
spiration  was  fine  but  it  meant 
Cohen  had  to  compete  for  a  place  in 
the  team  at  left  back,  certainly  not 
his  best  position.  Still,  during  three 
seasons  he  played  many  fine  games 
for  Liverpool,  and  one  of  his  team¬ 
mates  in  that  champion  team  was 
Graeme  Souness. 

At  the  World  Cup  in  Mexico  last 
summer,  where  Souness  captained 
Scotland,  the  newly  appointed  man¬ 
ager  of  Glasgow  Rangers  enquired 
of  an  Israeli  there  what  Ari  Cohen 
was  doing  these  days.  Next  thing, 
Souness  phoned  Avi  and  invited  him 
to  come  and  train  with  the  Rangers. 
He  did  so  for  several  weeks,  and

played  in  the  Rangers  famous  blue, 
white  and  red  colours  in  pre-season 
matches  in  Germany  and  against 
Tottenham  in  London. 

Souness  told  Avi:  “I  want  you  to 
play  with  us.  Go  home,  arrange  your 
things,  and  get  back  to  us  as  quickly 
as  you  can." 

Cohen  returned  home.  But  be 
never  made  it  back  to  Glasgow.  He 
was  in  for  a  shock.  Contrary  to  what 
he  had  been  led  to  believe,  according 
to  Avi,  Maccabi  Tel  Aviv  now  told 
him:  "We  will  not  let  you  go.” 
Maccabi  had  just  lost  Motti  Iwanir. 
who  joined  Roda  in  Holland. 

Coach  Shimon  Shenhar  was  espe¬ 
cially  adamant  in  rejecting  any  ideas 
about  letting  Cohen  leave.  He  was 
aiming  for  the  league  title  -  with  Avi 
Cohen  in  his  team.  The  Maccabi 
managers  made  righteous  sounding 
declarations:  “Ari  Cohen  is  Maccabi 
Tel  Aviv.

PANDORA’S 
TV  BOX? 


OUR  lives  as  television  viewers  are 
going  to  be  transformed  over  the 
□e;rt  couple  of  years.  The  Second 
Channel  Bill  passed  its  initial  read¬ 
ing  in  the  Knesset  last  Monday.  If 
the  legislative  process  is  completed 
by  January,  we  may  already  have  a 
choice  the  following  month  of  two 
alternative  Hebrew-language  Israeli 

TV  stations. 

Nor  is  that  all.  Knesset  member 
Meir  Shitrit’s  bill  on  cable  TV  has 
become  law.  By  next  April  first 
tenders  should  be  out  for  selecting 
applicants  in  six  or  seven  districts. 
(The  country  will  be  divided  into 
30-40  districts,  each  with  its  own 
cable  TV  system.)  If  a  batch  of 
licensees  are  appointed  by  July, 
households  in  the  favoured  areas"- 
(hose  which  will  be  linked  up  physi¬ 
cally  by  cable  first  -  should  be  tuning 
in  to  a  selection  of  new  stations 
< additional  to  channels  1  and  2)  by 
Itosh  Hashaua. 

Channel  2  will  not  collect  fees 
uotn  TV  owners,  but  will  earn  its 
living  by  broadcasting  commercials. 
By  contrast  cable  Tv  will  not  be 
allowed  commercials.  It  must  make 
both  ends  meet  by  charging  fees. 

These  developments  are  likely  to 
take  place  if  all  the  obstacles  are 
overcome:  and  obstacles  there  are. 
Profound  disagreements  still  prevail 
over  Channel  2:  who  is  to  control  it, 
an  3  how  it  will  compete  with  Chan¬ 
ge!

Raanan  Dinur,  general  manager  of 
Telad,  one  of  the  country's  biggest 
TV  studio  companies  (and  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  a  concession  to  telecast  on 
Channel  2).  explains  that  pirate 
cable  stations  manage  by  taking 
short  cuts.  They  build  unsafe  in¬ 
stallations,  “steal"  films  through  us¬ 
ing  cassettes  without  paying  royal¬ 
ties,  and  feature  trashy  programmes. 

The  legal  cable  system  will  have  to 
observe  higher  standards,  technical 
and  artistic.  The  government  creates 
these  new  norms  in  its  regulations, 
while  not  supplying,  Dinur  stresses, 
enough  finance  to  cover  the  greater 
outlays. 

CHANNEL  2  will  hit  our  screens 
before  cable  TV  gets  under  way.  It 
will  begin  in  an  attenuated  form.  The 
responsible  agencies  will  eventually 
be  a  number  of  private  companies, 
each  leasing  time  from  the  Second 
Channel  Authority.  Until  these 
arrangements  are  made,  the  author¬ 
ity  will  handle  the  service  itself. 

An  advertising  unit  is  being  estab¬ 
lished  within  the  authority  to  pre¬ 
pare  commercials.  The  money 
earned  will  pay  the  costs  of  a  (tem¬ 
porary)  new  channel.  The  UHF 
wavelength,  now  used  experimental¬ 
ly  every  evening,  will  carry  a  more 
ambitious  repertoire,  yielding  to  the 
public  a  first  taste  of  what  may  be  in 
store  when  the  big  companies  come 
on  line. 

All  will  learn  something  from  this 
phase,  including  the  companies 


themselves.  How  things  will  work 
out  in  the  end  is  not  yet  known ,  but 
here  is  a  likely  scenario.  Five  com¬ 
panies  wiU  be  chosen,  each  leasing 
the  screen  for  one  day  a  week.  The 
two  week-end  days  will  require  a  % 
special  arrangement,  since  no  com-  i'z 
mercials  are  permitted  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath.  The  companies  may  be  re¬ 
quired  to  take  over  the  Fnday  and 
Saturday  broadcasts  in  rotation. 

The  above  reorganization  should 
take  a  couple  of  years.  Investments 
are  required,  transmitters  and  stu¬ 
dios  have  to  be  built  or  adapted. 
Meanwhile  the  public  must  be  con¬ 
tent  with  the  authorities  own  interim 
telecast  on  UHF.  An  important  con-  F 
solation  is  that  already  the  Israel  la 
Broadcasting  Authority  (IB A)  will  o] 
be  facing  competition  inside  the  fo 
country,  testing  its  long  held  ft 
monopoly  for  the  first  time. 

When  the  system  is  completed  and  w 
all  the  concessionary  companies  si 
come  on  screen,  some  change  can  be  st 
expected:  but  anyone  expecting  a 
dramatic  innovations  is  likely  to  be  ai 
disappointed.  Foreign  TV  broad-  n 
casts  are  not  so  different  from  what  ri 
we .  see  in  Israel  today,  and  the  tt 
second  channel  will  not  outdo  the  is 
best  that  is  achieved  abroad.

Programmes  without  frontiers

FIRST  there  were  the  wine  lakes  and 
then  foe  butter  mountains...  next 
could  come  the  Europuddings,  the 
unflattering  name  for  the  program¬ 
mes  made  for  a  European  television¬ 
watching  public,  which  might  take 
over  our  screens  in  the  1990s  and 
beyond.  Already  soap  operas  such  as 
the  French  Chateauvallon  and  foe 
West  German  Schwamvaidklinik 
are  getting  airings  outside  their  own 
countries. 

The  European  Economic  Com¬ 
mission  wants  different  EEC  coun¬ 
tries  to  take  set  quotas  of  European 
programmes.  Its  keenness  for  Euro¬ 
puddings  is  matched  by  a  hostility 
towards  American  programmes,  in 
particular  soaps  such  as  Dallas  and 
Dynasty, 

Last  year,  foe  commission  put  out 
a  discussion  document  called  “Tele¬ 
vision  Without  Frontiers."  which 
accepted  that  changes  in  technology, 
and  in  particular  satellite  television, 
were  breaking  down  the  national 
broadcasting  system. 

Traditionally,  each  European 
country  has  relied  largely  on  its  own 
nationally  produced  television  pro¬ 
duct.  In  Britain,  for  example,  there 
is  a  voluntary  quota  of  lo  per  cent 
maximum  for  overseas  programmes. 
Also,  most  countries  have  until  re¬ 
cently  relied  on  just  two  or  three 
different  national  channels;  This  has 
meant  that  there  has  been  little  room 
for  foreign  programmes.

Average 
wage  up 
19%  from ’85 

The  average  monthly  salary  of 
wage  earners  for  July- September 
was  19  per  cent  higher  than  during 
the  same  period  last  year,  according 
to  figures  released  by  the  National 
Insurance  Institute  this  week. 

Gross  monthly  salary  payments 
during  the  quarter  in  Israel  and  the 
territories  averaged  NIS  1,110  in 
constant  prices  (that  is,  relative  to 
the  consumer  price  index  in  the  same 
month.) 

The  figure  represents  a  0.5  per 
cent  increase  over  the  previous  quar¬ 
ter.  The  variations  are  affected  by 
seasonal  factors,  such  as  changes  in 
salary  policy  and  one-time  pay¬ 
ments. 

Monthly  salaries  rose  by  an  aver¬ 
age  of  3  per  cent  during  the  first  9 
months  of  this  year.  Tne  increase 
affected  all  sectors  of  the  economy 
with  the  exception  of  civil  servants, 
whose  pay  feu  by  1  per  cent,  and  of 
electricity  workers,  whose  fay  was 
10  per  cent  lower.

Now,  no  tomato  imports

JenisaJem  Post  Reporter 
The  government  did  yet  another 
about-face  on  tomato  imports  last 
night,  as  the  Agriculture  Ministry 
announced  it  was  postponing  its 
plans  to  import  100  tons  of  the  fruit 
from  Spain,  Israel  Radio  reported. 

The  ministry  said  it  took  the  deci¬ 
sion  -  its  third  change  of  mind  since 
the  issue  ripened  at  the  end  of  last 
month  -  because  locally  grown  sup¬ 
plies  were  now  becoming  adequate 
and  the  price  could  be  expected  to 
fall. 


In  addition,  the  red-faced  ministry 
said  this  was  the  end  of  the  tomato 
season  in  Europe  and  that  the  only 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  tomatoes 
available  were  very  small,  and  un¬ 
suitable  for  Israel's  need. 

Earlier  today  both  Industry  and 
Trade  Minister  Ariel  Sharon  and  the 
Knesset  Finance  Committee  had 
sharply  criticized  the  import  plan. 
Sharon  called  on  the  government  to 
reverse  its  decision. 

Sharon  said  the  local  crop  would 
be  sufficient.

FOR  TURNING  artistic  dross  into  commercial  gold,  there  is 
probably  nothing  in  this  country  like  the  Film  "and  Theatre 
Censorship  board.  This  august  institution  may  have  worked  its 
alchemy  again  with  Shmuel  Hasafri's  The  Lost  Secular  Jew,  a 
futuristic  political  satire  produced  by  the  Carneri  Theatre, 
which  ihe  board  this  week  declared  unsuitable  for  public 
showing. 

Although  the  playwright  garnered  critical  acclaim  for  some 
of  his  earlier  dramaturgical  efforts,  his  new  play  would  not. 
Had  it  opened  on  schedule,  it  would  most  likely  have  sunk  with 
nary  u  trace  in  the  national  consciousness.  Now,  if  the 
censorship  hoard  changes  its  mind  about  The  Last  Secular  Jew 
on  appeal,  or  if  the  High  Court  forces  it  to  reverse  its  decision 
even  without  changing  its  mind,  the  play  will  almost  certainly 
be  assured  a  long  run  simply  because  of  the  notoriety  granted  it. 

The  moral  is  excruciatingly  plain.  The  board,  a  legacy  from 
British  times,  has  become  a  sorry  anachronism,  and  should  be 
disbanded  -  at  (east  insofar  as  its  duties  concern  the  theatre. 

It  is  not  that  the  censors  are  ail  Illiberal  prigs  who  enjoy 
nothina  better  than  ripping  an  out-of-line  play  to  pieces  and.  if 
possible,  doing  it  in.  Not  at  all.  The  trouble  is  that  the  business 
of  the  censorship  board  is  to  censor,  so  that  even  its  more 
enlightened  members,  who  doubt  the  need  for  any  censorship 
of  plays,  before  long  acquire  the  habit.  This  after  all  is  what 
ihcv  are  expected  to  do. 

The  philosophy  underlying  the  board's  work,  though  never 
clear Jv  spelled  out,  seems  to  be  that  Israeli  theatre-goers  are 
benighted  innocents  who  need  to  be  protected  by  their  moral 
guardians  from  the  evil  winds  that  might  otherwise  blow  from 
the  stages.  The  theatre,  it  is  evidently  reasoned,  is  much  too 
socially  powerful,  and  therefore  much  too  dangerous,  a  vehicle 
of  ideas  to  allow  the  choice  of  its  plays  and  their  content  to  be 
left  to  theatre  managers  and  ultimately  to  the  theatre-going 
public. 

The  regrettably  steady  decline  of  the  theatre  in  the  ranking 
order  of  "socially  significant”  arts  has  escaped  the  censorship 
board.  Other  media  have  become  more  powerful.  Yet  what  is 
acceptable  not  only  in  books  and  movies  and  even  on  television 
is  still  not  tolerated  in  stage  plays. 

What  the  board  found  so  intolerable  about  The  Last  Secular 
Jew  was  its  supposed  crude  attack  on  Judaism.  This,  the  board 
felt,  would  be  offensive  to  the  religious  and  could  be  inter¬ 
preted  as  calculated  to  stir  up  hatred  against  them. 

If  this  were  true.  Mr.  Hasafri  and  the  Cameri  could  be 
charged  for  violating  the  relevant  provisions  of  the  Penal  Law. 
But  "the  argument  is  manifestly  false.  Mr.  Hasafri  is  an 
observ  ant  Jew  himself,  and  his  purpose  was  quite  obviously  to 
attack  not  Judaism  but  the  Orthodox  establishment,  the 
avowed  aim  of  which  is  to  convert  Israel  into  a  state  of  halacha 
where  no  secular  Jew  would  have  a  place. 

The  same  theme  h3s  lately  engaged  the  alarmed  contempla¬ 
tion  of  more  than  one  Israeli  writer.  In  his  play  Mr.  Hasafri 
treads  a  path  already  beaten  by  Amos  Keinan  in  The  Road  to 
Ein  Hurod  and  by  Binyamin  Tamuz  in  Jeremiah's  Inn .  both 
futuristic  novels  about  3n  Israel  wholly  in  the  grip  of  Ortho¬ 
doxy. 

There  is  no  logical  reason  to  prevent  what  has  been  said  ia 
novels  to  be  said,  and  enacted,  in  theatre  plays  as  well.  The 
censorial  authority  that  has  never  been  granted  to  the  board  in 
re  sard  to  books  should  now  be  denied  to  it  in  respect  of  the 
theatre.  The  threat  that  the  censorship  board  poses  to  the 
liberties  of  free  Israelis  can  only  be  removed  the  way  the  British 
handled  their  problem  of  theatre  censorship:  through  aboli¬ 
tion.

The  Bir  Zeit  killings  drew  sharp 
reactions  at  the  Knesset,  where 
Mapam,  the  Citizens  Rights  Move¬ 
ment  and  the  Progressive  List  for 
Peace  tabled  motions  for  the  agen¬ 
da.  The  CRM  demanded  that  De¬ 
fence  Minister  Rabin  report  on  the 
incidents  to  the  Knesset  Foreign 
Affairs  and  Defence  Committee. 
MK  Uzi  Landau  (Likud)  also  tabled 
a  motion  for  the  agenda,  and  said  Bir 
Zeit  should  be  closed  permanently.

THERE  IS  reason  to  believe  that 
bad  there  been  television  and  a  post- 
Watergate  press  in  ihe  U.S-  in  1940, 
President  Roosevelt  might  have 
been  impeached  for  doing  every¬ 
thing  in  his  power  to  drag  the  U.S. 
into  war  with  Germany  against  the 
express  wishes  of  an  isolationist 
Congress,  and  public  opinion. 

It  is  often  toally  impossible  for 
non-Americans  to  fathom  why  va¬ 
rious  issues  develop  into  fufl-blowD 
political  scandals  in  the  U.S.  The 
present  Iranian  arms  scandal  is  a 
case  in  point. 

Last  week.  The  Jerusalem  Post 
carried  a  detailed  article  from  a 
British  source  enumerating  the  arms 
sold  over  the  past  six  years,  and 
continuing  to  be  sold  today  to  the 
Iranians  -  and  to  the  Iraqis  -  by 
nearly  all  the  European  democra¬ 
cies.  why  should  supplying  arms  to 
the  Ayatollah's  Iran  be  a  matter  of 
business  as  usual  in  Europe,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  minimal  public  outcry, 
whereas  in  the  U.S.  it  should  be 
blown  up  into  a  major  scandal, 
which  has  even  succeeded  for  the 
first  time  in  six  years  in  eroding 
President  Reagan’s  popularity? 

The  answer  would  seem  to  lie  in 
die  nearly  unique  combination  of 
populist  politics,  a  systemic  fixation 
on  legalisms  and  an  especially 
aggressive  media,  that  has  been  so 
characteristic  of  die  modern  Amer¬ 
ican  scene.  It  is  that  combination 
which  makes  the  conduct  of  Amer¬ 
ican  foreign  policy  in  a  complex  and 
frusta  tin  gly  contradictory  world,  so 
difficult.  The  U.S.  would  seem  to  be 
one  of  the  few  democracies  that 
permits  media-manipulated  public 
opinion  to  influence  the  making  and 
conduct  of  its  foreign  policy. 

One  could  of  course  argue  that 
from  a  democratic  point  of  view  that 
is  as  it  should  be.  If  the  people  are 
sovereign,  and  elected  officials  are 
there  to  carry  out  the  will  of  the 
people,  the  same  people  should  be 
the  ones  to  determine  what  should  or 
should  not  be  done  in  their  name  by 
their  country  in  the  conduct  of  its 
foreign  relations. 

It's  when  one  translates  this 
admirable  theory  into  practice  that 
the  trouble  begins.  The  Hearst  news¬ 
papers.  which  were  so  successful  in 
creating  a  jingoistic  public  opinion, 
nearly  single-handedly  got  the  U.S. 
into  the  war  with  Spain  in  1898.  A 


predominantly  isolationist  press  and 
public  opinion  are  what  prevented 
President  Roosevelt  from  taking 
steps  that  could  possibly  have  pre¬ 
vented  the  outbreak  of  World  War 
II.  The  people  are  sovereign;  but  the 
people  do  not  always  know  best  what 
is  best  for  them.  Especially  not  in 
complex  areas  such  as  foreignpolicy . 

Why  has  the  Iran  arms  amir  be¬ 
come  a  political  scandal  in  the  U.S.? 
Largely,  because  it  was  not  totally 
successful.  Had  the  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration  succeeded  in  freeing  all  the 
American  hostages  held  by  Shi'ite 
fundamentalists  theoretically  re-

administration  might  have  violated  a 
law  in  the  process,  could  have  been 
forgiven  and  forgotten. 

But  the  Americans  did  not  suc¬ 
ceed  in  winning  an  Iranian  quid  pro 
quo  for  the  arms  shipments 
ed  to  win  the  release  of  fee 
In  the  context  of  failure,  the 
ity  that  the  president  and  his  men 
may  have  violated  the  law,  did  turn 
into  a  major  scandal.  But  what,  one 
may  ask,  does  foreign  policy  have  to 
do  with  law? 
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t  question,  brings  us 
back  to  the  peculiarities  of  the 
American  system.  The  president  is 
not  entirety  independent  in  carrying 
out  foreign  policy.  On  many  issues 
is  dependent  on  the  “advice  and 
eat*  of  i 


he 

consent*  of  a  majority  of  the  Senate. 
On  other  issues  be  is  dependent  on  a 
majority  of  the  Congress  to  approve 
funds  mat  are  expended  in  the  con¬ 
duct  of  foreign  policy. 

In  the  case  of  the  Congressional 
decision  against  providing  aid  to  the 
Nicaraguan  Contras,  there  is  a  good 
argument  to  be  made  for  such  a 
sharing  of  power  between  the  execu¬ 
tive  and  legislative  aims  of  govern¬ 
ment.  The  American  people,  and 
their  representatives,  having  been 
burned  by  the  duplicity  of  the  men  of 
foe  Kennedy,  Johnson  and  Nixon 
administrations  in  Vietnam,  are 
understandably  wary  of  being  again 
sucked  into  another  such  war  -  this 
time  in  Central  America. 

Unless  persuaded  by  an  adminis¬ 
tration  that  the  U.S.  is  indeed 
threatened  by  die  Sandinista  regime 
in  Nicaragua,  the  people,  and  their 
representatives,  have  every  right  to 
prevent  their  leaders  from  dragging 
them  into  another  morass.  And  an 
administration  has  the  right  to  keep 
on  trying  to  chaise  the  public’s  opin¬ 


ion,  and  that  of  Congress,  in  the 
matter.  But  to  date,  it  nas  foiled  in 
those  attempts.  Insisting  on  sup¬ 
plying  arms  to  the  Contras,  in  the 
fight  of  its  failure  to  change  public 
opinion,  may  indeed  be  an  impeach¬ 
able  offence,  or  at  least  one  that 
can  be  expected  to  result  in  the 
wholesale  sackings  of  the  officials 
responsible,  in  order  to  preserve  the 
prestige  of  the  president  himself. 

But  the  case  of  the  sale  of  arms  to 
Iran  should  be  seen  in  a  different 
context  There  is  a  law  there,  too, 
forbidding  arms  sales  to  Iran.  That 
law,  however,  was  adopted  in  the 
super-heated  atmosphere  of  the 
1980  Iranian  hostage  crisis,  in  which 
the  Khomeini  regime  was  busy  rob¬ 
bing  America’s  nose,  and  collective 
ego,  in  the  dirt  Bat  was  that  a  good 
enough  reason  for  a  superpower  to 
agree  to  tie  its  hands  and  to  deny 
itself  the  flexibility  that  is  so  neces¬ 
sary  to  die  conduct  of  its  affairs  in 
this  region? 

I  would  argue  that  it  is  not;  that 
where  tile  American  system  shows 
its  weakness,  is  in  the  exaggerated 
application  of  the  democratic  princi¬ 
ples  of  government  and  of  its  pen¬ 
chant  for  legislating  on  everything, 
to  areas  where  such  tendencies  be¬ 
come  self-defeating.  I  do  not  know 
whether  or  not  the  U.S.  should  have 
agreed  to  sell  arms  to  the  Khomeini 
regime  in  Iran  in  exchange  for  its 
i Kang  its  influence  to  free  American 
hostages.  But  I  do  know  that  any 


government  of  a  superpower  like  the 
U.S.  should  have  its  options  untram¬ 


melled  by  legislation  in  regard  to. 


WHAT,  THEN  is  the  Iranian  arms 
crisis  in  Israel  all  about?  The  answer 
is  that  there  is  no  crisis  in  Israel,  and 
there  should  be  none;  that  this  may 
well  be  simpty  another  example  of  an 
attempt  to  manufacture  a  crisis  by 
the  media.  According  to  all  the  in¬ 
dications,  the  Israeli,  political 
triumvirate  —  Peres,  Shamir  and 
Rabin  —  who  were  in  charge  of 
Israel's  involvement  in  the  Amer¬ 
ican  gambit,  took  their  decisions 
rationally,  and  circumspectly.  There 
were  good  arguments  both  for  en¬ 
gaging  in  the  sale  of  arms,  to  Iran,  in 
pursuit  of  specific  Israeli  interests, 
and  against  such  sales.

WOMEN  AND  HALACHA

Sir,  -  Rabbi  Goren's  attempt 
(November  21)  to  defend  the  record 
of  Halacha  on  the  status  of  women  is 
an  exercise  in  futility.  He  may  per¬ 
suade  himself  that  the  relevant  com¬ 
parison  is  that  between  the  status  of 
women  in  11th  century  Egypt  and 
11th  century  France. 

To  the  majority  of  us,  however, 
ihis  is  history,  not  a  useful  standard 
for  judging  contemporary  moral  and 
social  norms.

It  is  pathetic  that  Rabbi  Goren 
champions  the  legislation  of  Rabbe- 
nu  Gershom  as  "proof*  of  fee  en¬ 
lightened  approach  of  Halacha  to 
women's  status:  Has  nothing  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  intervening  centuries  to 
warrant  similar  civic  and  moral  cour¬ 
age  among  Rabbi  Goren’s  col¬ 


es? 


he  is  able  to  poll  biblical 
prophetesses  and  Roman-era 
queens  out  of  his  hat,  Rabin  Goren 
should  know  feat,  for  Halacha,  it  is 
much  more  relevant  that  he  is  unable 
to  quote  authoritative  opinion  from 
any  but  male  scholars.  It  is  men  who 
have  made  the  law,  men  who  benefit 
from  the  law,  and  men  who  seek  to 
protect  it  from  change. 

The  relevant  facts  about  the  issue 
are  not  in  the  life  or  12 tb  or  even  the 
18fe  centuries,  but  today.  If  those 
like  Rabbi  Goren  have  their  way,  a 
rabbi  writing  in  fee  21st  century  on 
the  question  of  women  in  Halacha 
will  dish  up  fee  same  selective  litany 
of  biblical  and  medieval  precedents. 
He  will  certainly  not  be  able  to  credit 
the  rabbis  of  today  with  Rabbenu 
Gersbom’s  foresight  and  ability  to 
use  the  "authority  of  the  commun¬ 
ity”  to  deal  effectively  with  fee  issue.

Sir,  -  While  the  decision  to  confis¬ 
cate  land  in  Sur  Bahir  presently 
cultivated  with  olive  and  almond 
groves,  and  replace  it  with  new  tree 
plantings  and  a  road  as  part  of  fee 
planned  green  belt  around  Jeru¬ 
salem.  may  be  legal,  as  determined 
recently  by  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
(November  19).  it  certainly  seems 
contrary  to  common  sense  and  good 
community  planning.  The  adminis¬ 
trators  of  the  Jewish  National  Fund 
and  the  Israel  Lands  Administration 
should  realize  the  desirability  of 
maintaining  cultivated  land  as  an 
integral  part  of  open  space  and  green 
space  planning,  as  well  as  the  need  to 
avoid  disrupting  existing  community 
life  and  livelihood  in  the  process  of 
planning  for  public  use  and  the  im¬ 
provement  of  our  environment. 

Since  this  seems  to  be  such  an 
obviously  reasonable  alternative  to 
Ihe  existing  proposal,  I  fear  that  the 
derision  to  proceed  may  be  moti¬

If 
this  were  Jewish  land  and  propeity 
being  confiscated  under  sfanilar  cir¬ 
cumstances  in  another  country,  we 
would  be  outraged! 

I  certainly  hope  that  Jerusalem 
Mayor  Tecfdy  Kollek  and  other 
citizens  who  care  about  fee  social 
and  environmental  health  of  our 
beautiful  capital  city,  will  convince 
the  Lands  Administration  and  fee 
JNFto  encourage  the  continued  cul¬ 
tivation  of  this  land  by  Sur  Bahir 
residents  in  recognition  of  its  import- . 
once  in  green  belt  and  Open  space 
planning,  as  well  as  its  importance 
for  maintaining  good  community  re¬ 
lationships.
